IS THE LAW A TRADE? 


Remark by Justice Patterson 
Makes a Commotion. 


TROLLEY LINE FOR NEWPORT

New York, Dec. 14. 

While Thomas C. Platt maintained his 
clinch on the New York Republican county 
machine at tonight’s 
primaries, such bitter 
opposition was de- 
veloped to Lemuel 
Ely Quigg and his 
pretensions to remain 
chairman of the County committee that he 
cannot hope for any such unanimity as that 
with which he was complimented last spring. 
Though in nearly every district the anti-ma- 
chine men avoided the polling places as they 
would so many pesthouses, as rabid Platt 
leaders as exist hustled through mud and 
a driving rain to register as strong a protest 
as they could against what they stigmatized 
as the “ arrogance and despotism ’’ of the 
manager of the recent Greater New York 
canvass. 

The resentment against Quigg manifested 
itself more intensely than elsewhere per- 
haps in the Fourteenth District, which he 
represents in Congress. At midnight the 
anti-Quigg people claimed they would at 
the Assembly district conventions, which 
meet next Tuesday, elect at least fifty if not 
seventy-five delegates to the new County 
committee. 

According to the latest reports the new 
Republican County committee will stand 
about this way: Quigg men, 168; anti-Quigg, 
49. 

Quige’s opponents boast that were Sen- 
ator Platt to remain neutral the chairman 
would get no more votes than the dozen 
thrown against him when he was made the 
successor of Edward Lauterbach. 

The primaries were more hotly contcsted 
than any since the machine was established, 
and eight anti-Quigg delegates to the County 
committee are assured. At some of the poll- 
ing places fights were frequent, and at times 
the police had to interfere to restore order.

The Campania carried thousands on Satur- 
day, and every steamship that has sailed 
this month has carried its postal strong box 
crammed full of money orders. Up to 
Christmas day outgoing steamships will 
carry money away from this country. 

This city does not, of course, send all of 
the money. Chicago, which has a large for- 
eign population, sends a great deal, but this 
city sends its share. 

Spain and Russia have no treaty with 
those countries covering the postal money 
order system. 

The money sent from here goes to all parts 
of the world. Most of the money orders go 
to Great Britain, and the next largest num- 
ber go to Germany.

Autonomy and Blanco’s Rule the 
Last Cards. 


PATRIOTS ARE ENCOURAGED. 


New York, Dec. 14.—[{Special.]—The real 
views of Maximo Gomez are shown in let- 
ters written by him to higagent here. They 
clearly convey the old fighter’s opinions of 
his opponents. He discusses Spanish and 
Cuban prospects. 

The letters are purely personal, and were 
not written for the purpose and with the 
expectation of influencing public opinion. 
The originals contain much that may not be 
published. 

The first letter, tated early in October, 
shows how far-seeing is the eye of this old 
man. 

“ Happily Weyler has helped us much and 
very effectively. He has had just énough 
intelligence to ruin Spain without weaken- 
ing the insurrection. Everything is finished, 
and the mother country, should it longer 
wish it, can no longer hold its ruined col- 
ony. 

“It is ridiculous to suppose that, how- 
ever corrupt the Spanish Generals may be, 
we can think them capable of accepting a 
situation so exceptional, affording neither 
gold nor glory. It places them in the most 
ridiculous position that any army can suffer 
in the world. 

* There is nothing now to expect but peace 
with independence.”’ 


Spain’s Last Card. 

In a letter dated in Los Villas, Santa Clara 
Province, Oct. 17, he writes: , 

‘The coming into power of the Liberal 
party advances us rapidly toward inde- 
pendence, because Spain is playing her last 
card. It seems certain that when she is 
convinced that the much-talked-of autonomy 
will suffer the same disastrous fate as the 
reforms of Canovas she must become rea- 
sonable ard finally recognize the independ- 
ence of this heroic people. 

* We are finally done with Weyler; let us 
see if we can sooner rid ourselves of his suc- 
cessor.”’ 

The next letter shows Gen. Gomez’ s opin- 
ion of Weyler and of the Spanish people in 
general. It was written just before the ar- 
rival of Gen. Blanco: 

** General Weyler is gone and certainly not 
with glory. His hands, stained with inno- 
cent Cuban blood, will certainly not find 
many friendly fingers outstretched to grasp 
them over there inthe peninsula. For, after 
all is said, all Spaniards are not so wicked. 

“Now General Blanco comes, it is said, 
to add the last insult by proposing autono- 
my. Ah, what a sad and mean idea have 
the rde of the Cubans! But they are

now comes Blanco to insult the Cuban péo- 
ple. We cannot tell which of two- will 
prove himself the more unworthy. 


Fire in His Utterances. 

The last letter herewith printed inclosed 
the old warrior's proclamation in answer to 
that of Blanco, who had much to say about 
peace and good will toward men. This is 
the General’s letter, dated Nov. 12: 

‘* The little time that Weyler remained in 
Cuba makes me think that at the end of this 
season there will be nothing to do but to 
burn our house to make the Spaniards 
quickly leave it. Worse for Spain if she 
thinks that she is to be paid for the broken 
windows.”’ 

The address has fire init. It is in part: 

** Headquarters of the Liberating Army of 
Cuba.—To the Liberating army—Soliders: 
Men that fight for the redemption of a peo- 
ple, General Blanco—he that replaces the 
bloodthirsty General Weyler—despiseg us 
and threatens us, and is come to give a new 
direction to this war. We need to make no 
change, and we shall continue to make war 
as we began. 

‘All that favor the enemy must be de- 
stroyed; all that can injure him must be 
done. This is our right. 

‘* What we purpose is most clearly defined 
and loudly proclaimed to the whole world. 

“The freedom of the land. Cuba for 
Cubans. 

‘America for Americans. Spain’s hopes 
to rule are dead hopes now, and General 
Weyler represents her last dying effort.” 


SANGUILLY TO JOIN GEN. GOMEZ. 


Will Renounce His American Citizen- 
ship and Fight for Cuba 
Libre. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
General Julio Sanguilly, instead of being a 
traitor to Cuba’s cause as recent reports 
from Havana would indicate, intends to re- 
turn to the island at once, in ‘obedience to 
the command of his chief, General Maximo 
Gomez. 

This statement, remarkable as It is, follow- 
ing as it does the published reports that 
Sanguilly had made an offer of his services 
to Captain General Blanco in the Spanish 
war against Cuban liberty, is made upon the 
authority of a Philadelphia Cuban who 
stands highest among the members of the 
junta in this country. General Sanguilly 
passed through Philadelphia on his way 
South on Monday evening, and is eaid to be 
in Washington tonight, where he expects to 
remain several days. 

It is stated that the purpose of Sanguilly’s 
visit to Washington is to make a personal 
call upon Secretary of State Sherman and 
formally renounce his American citizenship. 
This action, it‘is said, he has long contem- 
plated, because of the unusual and most 
embarrassing positicn in which he found 
himself placed after his release from Morro 
Castle and Cabanas. Sore from taunts on 
every side, Sanguilly decided ten days ago 
to give up his American citizenship and go 
to Cuba on his own account. 

“Iam weary of this,” said he, “ and now I 
intend to visit Washington and personally 
renounce my allegiance to the United States. 
Then I may with honor return to Cuba and 
obey the commands of my superior.”

Paris, Dec. 14.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. F. 
Hearst.)—It is known today that the Ger- 
man Ambassador, Count de Munster, called 
on M. Hanotaux, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, last Wednesday in relation. to the 
Dreyfus affair. 

Le Jour states that his errand was to so- 
licit more humane treatment for Dreyfus, 
and that as a result the condemned man is 
to be transferred to a larger island and al- 
lowed more liberty. According to Le Jour 
this is the first step on the part of the gov- 
ernment to give Dreyfus a chance to escape, 
and thus relieve France of any responsibility. 

A story is published in Le Petit Journal 
to the effect that among the papers lost by 
Joseph Reinach, one of the leaders in the 
agitation in favor of Dreyfus, in a railroad 
train, and found by the station master at 
Meaux, were several documents, the con- 
tents of which tend to corroborate the proof 
of the guilt of Dreyfus. 

According to the newspapers one of these 
letters commences with the words “‘ Dear 
Mr. Reinach,”’ and is signed ‘‘ Mathieu Drey- 
fus.’’ Another packet of letters bearing the 
signature “‘ Esterhazy ”’ showed every trace 
of having been cut and altéred for the pur- 
pose of tracing and photographing in the 
manner in which Esterhazy alleges the let-. 
ters attributed to him were manufactured. 

Commander Rauvery, the examining mag- 
istrate in the Esterhazy case, examined the 
station master and some of his subordinates 
today. Joseph Reinach admits in an inter- 
view that he lost such a packet of letters in 
a railroad car, but he,refuses to divulge the 
nature of the documents. It should be taken 
into consideration that Le Petit Journal is 
edited by André Vervoort, who is one of 
Esterhazy’s most intimate friends. He is 
also a relative by marriage of Henri Roche- 
fort one of the bitterest. anti-Dreyfus agi- 
tators. 

In an official note published after the Cab- 
inet council tonight the government threat- 
ens to take strong measures to prevent 
what the official note terms “ the inventions 
and imaginary articles” in the Paris news- 
papers while the Dreyfus matter is under 
consideration.

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CRAWFORD PRIMARY BIYy | 


MEASURE FRAMED BY MESSRS. WEST 
AND RUSH INTRODUCED. 


How Delegates Will Be Elected to. 
Nominating Conventions of Politi- 
eal Parties Hereafter in Counties, 
Cities, and Towns Which Adopt the 
Act, Providing It Becomes Law— 
Severe Penalties Provided for 


Fraud and Outrages at the Primary. 
9 


Springfield, TIll., Dec. 14.—Senator Craw- 
ford this morning introduced a primary telec- 
tion bill drawn by Roy O. West, represent- 
ing the Republican organization, and G. F. 
Rush, representing the Civic federation, 
with the assistance of T. C. MacMillan and 
others. The bill contains about 12,000 words. 

The following are the principal provisions 
of the measure: 

“In every county, city, village, or in 
corporate towns respectively in this State, to 
which this act shall apply as hereinafter 
provided, the primary elections for delegates 
to constitute the various conventions of the 
different political parties or organizations 
of such county, city, village, or incorporated 
town or in part thereof, held for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for public office in this 
State and any part thereof, and for the 
Congress of the United States whose names 
are to be printed on the official election dal- 
lots printed and distributed at public expense 
in such county, city, village, or incorporated 
toWm ‘or any part thereof, shall hereafter he | 
held under and pursuant to this act.” 


Time for Holding Primaries. 


** Any political party or organization which 
at the last.preceding general election in the 
State polled at least 2 per cent of the entire 
vote cast in such county, city, village, or 
incorporated town, shali be entitled, under 
this act, to hold one primary election on any 
day between November and April next fel- 
lowing and preceding any spring election, 
and another primary election on any day 
between April and November next follow- 
ing and preceding any regular November 
election. Within the limit aforesaid such 
political party or organization, through its 
Executive committee or Managing commit- 
tee, may determine the day for holding such 
primary election. But no two political par- 
ties shall hold their primary election on the 
same day, and the first political party apply- 
ing shall have the preference in the choice 
of days, as aforesaid.” 

Not less than two and not more than seven 
contiguous regular election precincts of the 
same ward or other political divisions shall 
be joined, so as to form one primary elec- 
tion district. No such district shall con- 
tain more than 1,200 voters of any such 
politi al party, as shown by the votes cast 
»>at the last preceding Presidential election. 

For each primary election district such 
political party or organization shall desig- 
nate from the list of duly appointed and 
regular election judges and clerks, three 
judges and two clerks, who are members of 
such, party, to serve respectively as judges 
and clerks at such primary election; pro- 
vided, that such political party shall always 
have the right to use for such primary elec- 
tion only such of the regularly listed judges 
and clerks as were origtnally selected and 
named or indorsed for appointment as regu- 
lar election judges and clerks by such po- 
litical party or organization, and in case 
there are not in office a sufficient number 
of listed regular judges and clerks so orig- 

inally selected and named, or indorsed, to 
equip all primary polling places of such 
party, then such political party may in due 
time select and name to the officer cr board 
by the general election law authorized to ap- 
point judges and clerks a sufficient number 
of persons for appointment to serve as 
primary judges and clerks who are otherwise 
qualified to serve tp equip all the polling 
places for such party; and, provided, fur- 
“her, that such political party shall have a 
right, in due time, to name for appointment 
as judges and clerks any number of quali- 
fied voters, not exceeding one judge and one 
clerk for each primary district, whether 
such qualified voters were previously listed 


| as regular judges or clerks or not, and such 


lawfully authorized officer or board to whom 
or to which such names are suggested shall 
in due time appoint such judges gnd clerks 
to serve at such primary electiog, and the 
persons so appointed shall serv@ as such 
judges and clerks. Such judges d clerks 
must reside within such primary election 
district: but no two clerks, and except where 
only two regular election precincts form a 
primary election district, no two judges shall 
serve at the same primary election who re- 
side in the same regular election precinct. 


Wording of the Call. 

The call or application for a primary elec- 
tion must be filed with the Election Com- 
missioners or County C’rk, as the case may 
be, fifteen days before such primary election. 
The application must show: First, name of 
party and address of headquarters of Execu- 
tive committee; second, @late of primary; 
third, name, place, and time of every ©, % 
vention to be held within the territory dur- 
ing the time next following the primary 
election day; fourth, a description of the 
various primary clection districts within 
the territory; fifth, the number of delegates 
from each such primary district to the con- 
vention, the delegates to be apportioned as 
according to the number of votes of such po- 
litical party in the several districts; sixth, 
the name of a newspaper for the publication 
of the notice of the primary election. No- 
tice of the election shall be given by the Elec- 
tion Commissioners or County Clerk, as 
the case may be, ten days before election 
day. 

The general election laws, except as modi- 
fied by this act, are declared to be in furce at 
each primary election s0 far as applicable. 
The expense of conducting the primary ¢lec- 
tion shall be paid by the county, city, or 
village, or incorporated town as the case 
may be. The judges and clerks shall be paid 
$3 per day for their services. 

The bill prescribes the qualification of vot- 
ers at primary elections as follows: 

‘‘Every legal voter entitled to vote at 
such preceding general election whose name 
is on the general registry book of any elec- 
tion precinct within the primary district in 
which he offers to vote, and who, at the time 
he offers such vote, is a resident of the prim- 
ary district in which he offers to vote, shall 
be entitled to vote at such primary election, 
provided he is a member of the political 
party or organization holding such primary 
election and provided he has not voted at 
the primary election of any other poiitical 
party or organization within one year last 

eceding.”’ 

Pre polls shall open at 1 o’clock p. m. and 
close at 7 o’clock. Each ballot, before be- 
ing placed in the box, is to be numbered. A 
challenger may be designated by the Execu- 
tive committee of the party. One or more 
policemen shall be admitted to the room at 
the time of the canvass. 

The act is not operative in any county until 
it shall have been adopted by a vote of the 
people at an election called upon a petition 
of 1,000 legal voters. An emergency clause 
is attached to the bill. 

The second bill introduced by Senator 
Crawford this morning amends section 3 of 
the general election law so as to provide 
that wherever this law shall be in force no 
candidate shall havé his name printed on 
the official ballot unless nominated in ac- 
cordance with this act or by petition. 


NOHE’S GROSS EARNINGS BILL. 


Includes Railroad, Sleeping Car, 
Warehouse, Insurance, and Tele- 
phone Companies. 


Springfield, Ill., Dec. 14.—Representative 
Nohe of Chicago is preparing a radical rev- 
enue bill, which he hopes to introduce in the 
House tomorrow. It abolishes the State 
Board of Equalization, and provides for the 
election of a State Board of Tax Commis- 
sioners, to consist of six members who shall 
hold their offices for six years, two to be 
elected every two years. The State Auditor 
is to be an ex-officio member Of the board, 

t as its chairman. 
“The bill provides that this board shall 2s- 
sess railroads 2 per cent of their gross earn- 
ings in lieu of all other taxes. It also pro- 
vides that sleeping car companies, incorpor- 
ated in this and other States, shall be as- 
sessed 2% per cent of their gross earnings, 
that public warehouses shall be assessed 
one cent per bushel on all grain in store, that 
‘insurance companies shall be assessed 2 per 
eont oftheir gross earnings. and express com- 
panies 2% per cent of their gross earnings.

Many Leaders Injured by the 
Reapportionment. 


COOK COUNTY CHANGES. 


Rural Legislators Not So Rad- 
ically Affected. 


PROTEST AT BLOOMINGTON. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, lli., Dec. 14. 

Members of the present Legislature from 
Cook County have suffered more by the new 
apportionment than those from the country 
districts, although they have had less to say 
openly about their grievances. 

The average country member of the Leg- 
islature has considerable to say about the 
management of political affairs in his dis- 
trict, and is beholden to no political boss for 
his nomination. He has his own rights in 
the matter, and fights for them. The city 
member, however, is, generally speaking, 
the servant of the machine. He is givena 
nomination for the Legislature much as 
some other henchmen is given a job in the 
City Hall or County Building, and if the 
districts are so arranged as to prevent his 
returning to Springfield he looks to the ma- 
chine for some other position out of which he 
can make a living. As one Cook County 
lawmaker, who will be legislated out of his 
present place, expressed it today: 

“If I cannot be a legislator perhaps 
be a bridge-tender.’”’ 

Consequently, these Cook County members 
have to swallow their medicine with as few 
wry faces as possible. 

In the First District, which now has a Re- 
publican Senator and two Republican mem- 
bers of the Lower House, but which under 
normal conditions is reliably Democratic, 
Senator Fitzpatrick has practically no 
chance of returning to the Upper House, 
while either Representative Laub or Rep- 
resentative Wathier will have to Stay at 
home, and perhaps both of them. 

In the Second District Senator Case holds 
over, and Representatives Rowe and Nohe 
can both probably get back. The Third 
District also remains as itis. In the Fourth 
District Senator Curley, a Democrat, holds 
over, although the district itself is Repub- 
lican, and in the Fifth Senator Crawford has 
carved out a strong Republican territory for 
himself, it being composed of the Thirtieth 
and Thirty-second Wards. All he needs here 
is a nomination, and he figures he can get 
it. Representatives Buckner and La Monte, 
who are in Senator Crawford's old district, 
are now thrown into the Ninth, whicn is 
Republican, but Dave Shanahan with his 
section of the Sixth Ward lying east of the 
river is extremely apt to displace one of 
them on the ticket. In the nominating con- 
vention this slice of the Sixth Ward will hold 
the balance of power between the Third and 
the Fourth, and consequently Shanahan 
will be in a position to have something to 
say about the makeup of the ticket. Should 
he desire to go to the Senate himself he 
might do so, but if he prefers to remain in 
the House then the Fourth Ward would have 
to take either the Senator or the Representa- 
tive or else he could divide with the Third 
under a similar arrangement. Any way the 
matter is patched up either La Monte or 
Buckner would have to give ground. The 
chances are it will be Monte, as Buckner 
has a good-sized colored constituency back 
of him. 


Pease and Wulff Control. 


Senator Sullivan holds over in the Sixth 
District, and the other two wards in the 
district are the Twenty-sixth and Twenty- 
seventh, Sullivan's being the Fifteenth. Hen+ 
ry Wulff and Sheriff Pease have something 
to say about conventions in these wards, and 
nobody knows who they may come out for. 
Senator John Humphrey will try to come 
back from the Seventh District, and prob- 
ably will get the nomination. Whether he 
succeeds at the election or not is a matter 
for the voters to determine. The district, 
however, is strongly Republican. Repre- 
sentative Tisdel of Evanston should have no 
trouble in being returned, and possibly will 
not. The Eleventh District is compesed of 
the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Wards. The 
Fourteenth will have more votes in the nom- 
inating convention than the Thirteenth, and 
Senator Lundin can be put on the ticket if 
Henry Hertz so decides. The same is true 
of Representative Schubert. : 

The Thirteenth District takes in the Sev- 
enth and Eighth Wards. It is Democratic, 
and Senator Joseph Mahoney can probably 
be reélected if he gets the nomination. If, 
however, he keeps up his present attiude 
on the police bill and similar measures the 
chances are that the Democratic machine 
will substitute somebody else in his place. 

The Fifteenth is the banner Democratic 
district of Chicago. It is composed of the 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth Wards, and what 
the total Democratic majority of this baii- 
iwick is nobody has cared to figure out. Itis 
so great, however, that there is no possible 
chance of electing more than one Republican 
in it, and it would not be surprising if it did 
not return any. This makes it a certainty 
that Representative Patrick J. Meany and 
Albert Glade will not both be able to re- 
turn, and the chances are neither of them 
will come back, The Seventeenth District 
takes in the Eleventh Ward, in which Sen- 
ator Morrison lives, the Ninth Ward, and 
that part of the Twelfth east of Robey 
street. Senator Morrison‘s old district was 
Democratic, and he was given the Repub- 
lican nomination because nobody else would 
take it. There was a landslide and he slid 
in. Now, however, that he is in a Repub- 
lican district, the nomination will probbaly 
be given to somebody else. The Ninth 
Ward, which is in charge of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioner Bidwill, and the 
Twelfth, can together control the conven- 
tion, and will probably doit. Bidwill has no 
use for ex-Mayor Swift and his friends 
who manage politics in the Eleventh Ward. 


Dwyer’s Chances. 


Senator Edward Dwyer, who 
the Seventeenth District, has been thitwn 
into the Nineteenth. It is composed of the 
Sixteenth Ward; the Seventeeth, which 
is Democratic; and the Democratic 
end of the Eleventh, north of Lake 
street. It is a Democratic district and 
Senator Dwyer would have no hope of re- 
election if he intended to try for it, which 
he does not. He can, however, come back 
as the minority Representative, and that, it 
is understood, is what he intends to do. 

The Twenty-first District is composed of 
the Twenty-first, Twenty-second, an&W@Twen- 
ty-fifth ‘Wards. It is reliably Republican. 
Senator Netterstrom and Representative 
Busse can be returned from there without 
trouble. Representative Revell probably 
could also if he can get the nomination, 
about which there is some doubt. This is 
also the district of the gallant Captaix 
James H. Farrell, Grand Marshal of the 
County Democracy. -After his services to 
the party this fall as leader of the expedi- 
tions of the County Democracy to Indian- 
apolis, Louisville, Nashville. and New York 
his party in common gratitude cannot do 
less than give him another walkover at 
next fall’s election.for member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The Twenty-third District takes in the 
Twertieth, Twenty-third, and Twenty- 
fourth Wards. It is a pretty close district 
politically, and though marked Republican 
on the apportionment map it is just as apt 
to go Democratic. Senator Anthony and 
Representatives Kilcourse and Olson, who 
live in this district, may or may not get 
back, as the district turns out to be Repub- 
lican or Democratic, It is a toss-up. 


Express Strong Opposition. 


The opposition which has developed against 
the bill today is much stronger than had 
been anticipated. It may become necessary 
to submit the bill to a joint caucus of Re- 
publican members and have it approved by 
that caucus before its passage becomes a 
certainty. Among those who are dissutis- 
fied with the bill are Senators Stubblefield, 
Edwards, Harding. and Kingsbury, and 
Representatives Wilson, Glade, Laub, Mean- 
ey, Cavanaugh, Scroggin, and Funk. Sev- 
eral of these members were interviewed to- 
night as follows:

Senator Edwards of Fulton—You can put 
me cown as voting for the bill if the cancus 
so decrees, but I am opgosed to the bill and 
Will do everything within my power by rea- 
soning and talking to convince the caucus 
that this bill is wrong. 

Mr. Glade—I will not vote for the appor- 
tlonment bill as it stands now. It makes 
my district 8,000 Democratic. 

The apportionment bill was to have been 
introduced this morning. Senator Berry has 
prepared it, but in view of the recent action 
of the Common Council of Chicago, attempt- 
ing to redistrict the city into wards, it was 
thought advisable to designate the bounda- 
ries of the Senatorial districts in Chicago by 
streets and alleys. So-a telegram was sent 
to the County Clerk of Cook, asking him to 
send the necessary city and county maps. 
They will be here in the morning and if it 
is chought necessary to substitute street and 
alley boundaries for ward limits a corps of 
topographers and surveyors will be set at 
work to bring about this result. If this be 
attempted, as it probably will, the Senatorial 
bill will not make its appearance before Tues- 
day or Wednesday of next week. Senator 
Berry said tonight that he thought the proper 
way would be to designate the districts by 
streets. 


Bloomington Republicans Object. 


Bloomington, fll., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
The Republican leaders of this city are 
greatly agitated over the proposition to 
unite in one Senatorial district this county 
and Tazewell. Many of the prominent men 
of the party expressed themselves freely in 
condemnation of the scheme at a meeting 
tonight. The leaders 6f the party hold that 
it is manifestly unfair to endanger the rep- 
resentation of the county by hitching on to 
it a county whose political population is such 
as to render possible the election of a Demo- 
crat as the representative of McLean Coun- 
ty in the Senate. 

Ex-Governor Fifer said tonight: ‘TI 
would be yery sorry indeed to see McLean 
County placed in a district with any other 
county. The population of the State, in 
round numbers, is about 4,000,000, and there 
are fifty-one Senatorial districts in the State. 
The simple calculation will show that Mc- 
Lean County standing by itself has about 
the required population, and to join her 
with any other county would raise the dis- 
trict much above the average.”’ 

Colonel Harry G. Reeves said: ‘* It is bad 
politics to attach Tazewell County to our 
present Senatorial and legislative district.”’ 


DEMAND FOR A PARTY CAUCUS. 


Determined Effort to Bring Republican 
Legislators Together on Im- 
portant Questions. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, lll., Dec. 14. 

A determined effort is now being made to 
secure a caucus of the Republicans of the 
House and Senate. A ineeting of the joint 
stecring committee has been called for to- 
morrow morning at 9:45. The intention is 
to make the call read: ‘* For the purpose of 
securing the attendance of members and to 
determine which question embraced in the 
call shall first be considered.’’ 

If this be done nothing will bé considered 
in the caucus except the matter embraced 
in the call. The Republicans of the House 
have virtually decided on calling a caucus 
anyway, no matter what the Senate does. 
Nothing can be done in that body owing 
to absentees, and some steps must be taken 
to secure a full attendance of the majority 
of the House. If this is not done the Legis- 
lature will probably stay here until 1899. 
An effort is now being made to prevent a 
joint caucus, as the Republican Senators are 
willing that the House shall do as it pleases. 
They do not intend to be bound or compli- 
cated in any way. 

There will in all human probability be a 
Republican caucus of the House members 
some time tomorrow, at which a resoiution 
will be passed tndorsing the apportionment 
bill as it is drawn and pledging the party to 
its support. The chances are that a resolu- 
tion indorsing the primary election bill, but 
not binding the party to its support, will be 
offered. An attempt will also be made to get 
the caucus to say that the party shall stand 
for revenue legislation. 


PARTY SPIRIT IN THE HOUSE, 


Heated Debate at Springfield Over the 
Quincy Home and Inheritance Tax 
Law Appropriations. 


Springfield, Tll., Dec. 14.—In the House, 
immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal, the bill appropriating $60,000 as an ad- 
ditional sum for the maintenance of the 
Soldiers and Sailrors’ Home at Quincy came 
up on third reading. 

Mr. O’Donnell [Dem.] opposed the bill. “I 
am not willing,’’ said he, ‘‘ to have this bill 
passed before those who vote for it know 
what they are giving this money for. There 
is really no deficit in the Soldiers and Sail- 
ors’ Home. I think the Governor’s object 
was apparent when he said there were 350 
applications on file for admission to the 
Soldiers’ Home. His object is to make 350 
votes for the Republican party and transfer 
them to Quincy and make Adams County 
Republican. This is purely a political trick.” 

Mr. Guffin, chairman of the Appropriation 
committee, said that the gentleman was evi- 
dently not familiar with the management of 
the Soldiers and Sailors’ Home; that the 
average cost of maintenance there was $110 
per capita; that of. this amount the United 
States furnished annualiy $100 per capita, 
but that in order to get this money from the 
general government the Legislature must 
first make the appropriation of the whole 
amount and then have the money refunded 
by the general government. 

The bill was passed—yeas, 103; nay, 1. The 
negative vote was cast by Mr. Staudacher. 
Mr. O'Donnell, notwithstanding his speech 
against the bill, voted for it. 

Mr. Guffin then called up on third reading 
the bill appropriating $1,000 to the Attorney 
General to defray the expense of defending 
the inheritance tax case now pending in the 
United States Supreme Court. 

The bill failed to pass, receiving but 66 
affirmative votes to 34 cast against it. Just 
before the result was announced Mr. Selby 
changed his vote, ‘* for the purpose of mov- 
ing a reconsideration of the vote on which 
the bill failed to pass.”” He gave notice that 
tomorrow he would move for such reconsid- 
eration, . 

Mr. Mitchell introduced a bill to tax rolling 
stock companies and private freight car 
lines and sleeping car companies 2 per cent 
of the assessed valuation of their cars op- 
erating in this State. The bill is similar to 
the one introduced by Senator Dwyer in the 
Senate. ° 

Mr. Revell introduced the metrupolitan 
police bill. 

The House then adjourned to 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

‘ne Senate this morning passed the three 
bills making appropriations for the pay- 
ment of the salaries of the members and 
officers and for the payment of other ex- 
penses of the General Assembly at the pres- 
ent extra session. 

Senator Munroe introduced a bill exempt- 
ing from taxation “all property of every 
14nd belonging to women citizens of Illinois 
during such time as the right of suffrage is 
denied them.”’ 

Senator McCloud introduced a revenue bill 
known as the Healy bill, Senater Berry a 
revenue biil applicable only to counties out- 
side of Cook, and Senator Dwyer a metropoli- 
tan police bill. These three measures have 
already been published. 

The Senate adjourned until 10 o clock to- 
morrow morning. 


Jotlet Rejects Drainage Pian. 

Joliet, Il1., Dec. 14.—[Special.]—The City 
Council at its meeting last night squelched 
the Chicago Drainage board in its proposi- 
tion to get a right of way through Joliet. 
The plans presented by Chief Engineer 
Johnston were rejected without a dissent- 
ing vote. 


Mail Service to New Zealand.

Tanner Says Reappor- 
tionment Must Go Through. 


REFORMERS: HANDS OFF. 


Condition on Which the Other 
Bills May Become Laws. 


POLITICIANS DO NOT CALL. 


“If the men who are apparently so anx- 
lous for it want legislation in good faith on 
revenue laws and a primary election bill they 
—s not try to block the apportionment 

It was Governor John R. Tanner who gave 
utterance to this declaration. It was called 
out because, as he said, ‘*‘ Some of the Chi- 
cago newspapers are urging the members of 
the General Assembly to give the revenue 
and primary election measures their atten- 
tion before taking up the apportionment.”’ 

“Now, I am confident,’’ continued the 
Governor, “that the members want to 
handle all the subjects before them earnest- 
ly and honestly, and to give the people such 
relief as they need. But they will not do 
these things for the benefit of a few, at the 
expense of the party’s best interest.”’ 

Governor Tanner reached town early in 
the morning and took a room at the Great 
Northern Hotel, where he remained until the 
11:30 train carried him back to Springfield 
last night. Mrs. Tanner was with him. The 
Governor protested that his visit had noth- 
ing to do with politics, legislative matters, or 
State affairs, but was purely for the purpose 
of attending to some private business. To 
inquiries regarding the work of the special 
session thus far he replied: 

“Everything seems to be going along sat- 
isfactorily, and if the members are not har- 
assed with too much unfriendly dictation 
from the newspapers and the people whe are 
crying for assessment reforms and primaty 
election relief, they will do the right thing 
and get through with it in a reasonable 
length of time. I have not given much at- 
tention as yet to any of the bills, consequent- 
ly am not prepared to discuss them. But I 
believe that from the several hills and sug- 
gestions before them the committees will be 
able to report satisfactory bills on every one 
of the subjects named in my call. As to the 
metropolitan police measure I would not 
undertake to predict that it will pass. ButlI 
believe in it and feel satisfied that the rea- 
sons for incorporating it in the call are as 
certain to result in legislation on the subject 
as any other. lam convinced that a majority 
of the citizens of Chicago favor such a law 
for the reason they know it is the only way 
to divorce the police from politics. Those 
who oppose it have raised no other defense 
than that of home rule, yet they come to the 
State Legislature to relieve them from too 
much home rule. Furthermore, control of 
the Police department in every large city 
of the world is in the hands of a board, and 
for the benefit of everybody Chicago’s ought 
to be. It is not a party measure and will 
receive the support of a good many of the 
Democratic members.” 

The Governor indicated plainly that he 
was not in sympathy with Henry Hertz’s 
scheme for a bipartisan board, although 
he expressed himself as considering the 
New York law much better than none at all. 
The fact that none of the local politicians 
were congregated at the hotel “ to see the 
Governor ” proved they either did not know 
he was here or there was nothing of a 
political character in his visit. There were 
rumors afloat that he came to get an im- 
pression and information as to the condi- 
tion of public sentiment toward the police 
bill, but this was denied by Governor Tan- 
ner, Who said it was not necessary to come 
for that purpose, as he already knew the 
sentiment of those who do not,make local 
politics a business. 


C. C. WHEELER IS NO MORE. 


Old Railroad Manager and Ex-Super- 
intendent of the Northwestern, 
Passes Away. 


Cc. C. Wheeler, who enjoyed a national rep- 
utation as a railroad traffic manager, died 
yesterday at his home, 457 Washington 
boulevard, at the age of 67 years. For the 
last few years he had practically retired 
from active work on account of age and ill- 
health. 

Mr. Wheeler was born in Vermont on a 
farm. His parents were Quakers. He be- 
gan his railroad career on the Rutland and 
Burlington road, but made his great reputa- 
tion on the Chicago and Northwestern. He 
came West in 1854 and became identified 
with the Burlington and Quincy. He filled 
high offices with the Chicago and Alton, 
Michigan Central, and Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé, but most of his service was 
given to the Chicago and Northwestern. 
When ill-health compelled his retirement in 
1887 he was General Superintendent of that 
line. 

He was held in the highest esteem in busi- 
ness circles for his ability, energy, and in- 


‘tegrity, and was belo¥ed by associates and 


employés, In his home life he was gentle 
and genial, a loyal friend and public-spirited 
citizen. His widow, who was Miss Mary A. 
Hartwell of Masaschusetts, survives him. 

President Marvin Hughitt of the Chicago 
and Northwestern said of Mr. Wheeler: 
**He and I were closely asociated for many 
years in the Alton and the Northwestern. 
and I know none whom I esteemed more 
highly. He was a man of sterling integrity 
and great industr.”’ 


Professor Arthur Palmer. 


London, Dec. 14.—Professor Arthur [Pal- 
mer, LL. D., D. C. L., of Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, isdead. Dr. Palmer was born at Guelph, 
Canada, Sept. 14, 1841. In 1880 he was ap- 
pointed professor of Latin at Trinity College 
and in 1888 was public orator. 


Alexander McDonald. 
Lynchburg, Va., Dec. 15.—Alexander Mc- 
Donald, former Minister to Persia, died here 
this afternoon. His death had been expecied 
for several days. He was appointed Minister 
to Persia by President Cleveland.

W. T. Baker Gives His Views. 


William T. Baker, President of the Board 
of Trade, said with reference to the unusual 
conditions in wheat: 

“Cash wheat is at a premium over future 
delivery here and in all parts of the world, 
because more of it has been sold than can 
be delivered. Wheat !s scarce all over 
the world. Not enough was grown last 
year to supply the demand. America now 
has the opportunity to make its own price 
for wheat. It has in the past been consid- 
ered by many to be a blessing for us to 
supply the world with cheap wheat, even 
though our own farmers hardly could make 


both ends meet on the cost of production. J. 


Now, perhaps, in view of the prosperity 
which has come to this nation from higher 
prices, there will be less sympathy for those 
Operating to depress gfain values below 
the values normally adjfmsted by demand 
and supply. . 

“In the past unlimited quantities of wheat 
‘have been sold on the market and resold 
with no demand for its delivery. Now, 
however, the wheat is wanted so badly by 
consumers that contracts ealling for deliv- 
ery can stand for no ‘wind’ wheat. We 
shali probably see the same tight condi- 
tions in May wheat when May comes as 
Wwe now see in December wheat. 

“TI think that this country already has 
exported much of the wheat which it will 
soon, need for its own consumption, and’ 
thatthe full scarcity is not by any means 
yet appreciated.” _

The first cargo of this wheat arrived on 
Oct. 26. For nearly a month receipts were 
slow and fitful, four or five cargoes a week. 
But after the middle of November, when 
thé close of navigation seemed nearly at 
hand, the grain came ina fiood. The dread- 
' ed ice had begun to form in Duluth and 
Fort William harbors, and also in the slack 
water in Mud Lake, a broad expanse in 8t. 
Mary’s River, near Lake Huron. Remem- 
bering their experiences of former years, 
when the last score of steamers of the 
down-bound fleet remained frozen up in 
Mud Lake until a powerful icecrusher could 
be sent to their relief, vesselmen combined 
together to fight the Frost King and keep 
the channels Open until the last boat passed 
through. Therear guard of the down-bound 
fleet, the City of Bangor, has passed through 
the rivers, and not a bit of ice-breaking has 
been done except by the steamers them- 
selves. In Mud Lake the greatest thick- 
ness of ice has been four inches, and as the 
constant passing of boats kept a channel 
constantly broken through it, there was no 
impediment to the big boats at all.

Europe wants our wheat and will 
pay $1 a bushel for it,. Americans are smart 
enough to get what they can for their 
wheat, and that explains it.

CONDITION IN OTHER MARKETS. 


How the Chicago Situation Is Affecting 
Grain at Related Points Shown 
by Telegrams. 


The unusual conditions at Chicago are 
affecting the wheat situation at a large num- 
ber of points not ordinarily disturbed by the 
occurrences in this market. The interest 
is widespread and daily growing. Current 
opinion and conditions at some of the points 
more intimately related to the Chicago mar- 
ket, and points which may cut more or less 
of a figure in the final issue, are shown in 
the following telegrams: 

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 14.—[Special.]—The 
opinion of those interested in the grain trade 
here is that so much wheat will be shipped 
out of the State and the Northwest that 
next spring the mills will only get enough 
wheat to keep them busy by shipping it 
from other States. The action of the clique 
in Chicago in putting up prices has been the 
cause of an almost unprecedented move- 
ment of wheat to that city from North- 
western elevators. Seldom, if ever before, 
have they been so nearly cleaned out. Sev- 
enty million bushels have’ been sent out 
this season. The last week these elevators 
have. shipped a good deal more than they 
have received. The result has been a de- 
crease of stocks instead of an increase, as 
was usually shown up to a few weeks ago. 


Report from Milwaukee. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
There is little or no wheat passing through 
this city for Chicago. E. W. Keyes of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road ggys 
that road is carrying but little, and Johf® 8. 
George of the Chicago and Northwestern 
says that road is carrying none that passes 
through this city. J. H. Crittenden and 
other Board of Trade operators claim that 
there is practically no wheat, and that it 
would bé impossible for them to tell the 
amount, as the grain which passes through 
here in transit is not included in the receipts 
posted on the Board of Trade. What little 
is passing through is coming from Minne- 
apolis, and most of this grain would go by 
the shorter route via Madison. 


Day’s Market in St. Louis.

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 14.—[{[Special.]—Al- 
though it is generally conceded that the St. 
Louis bull clfque is working hand in glove 
with the Leiter interests in Chicago, the 
local *‘longs’’ have done little within the

The receipts of the day were 50,400 
bushels, of which nineteen cars were billed 
through.

Duluth Store Is Low. 


Duluth, Minn., Dec. 14.—[Special.]—The 
wheat situation; as viewed by the traders 
on the Duluth board, is very bullish. There 
are less than 250,000 bushels of contract 
wheat in store, and there will be but ten 
cars on track tomorrow, against 149 a year 
ago. The receipts are extremely light, and 
are not expected to increase any. Armour 
has had a man here for the last month 
buying wheat for lake and rail shipment. 
Before the close of navigation 3,714,000 bush- 
els went from here to Chicago by lake, and 
Armour’s man is picking up all the wheat 
he can get. One reason for the small re- 
ceipts at Duluth is due to Minneapolis peo- 
ple offering higher prices for contract wheat 
there. 

Pillsbury is said to be buying up all the 
wheat in the Northwest that still remains 
in the farmers’ hands and country elevators. 
On the other hand, however, it is also said 
that the wheat that is going to Minneapolis 
is destined for Chicago and is being bought 
for Armour. It is estimated that Armour 
has secured about 200,000 bushels of con- 
tract grade here since last Friday, all of 
which goes by rail to Chicago. While it is 
known that fully 3,714,000 bushels have gone 
to Chicago from here, yet it may be more. 
For some reason there has been an effort 
apparently to prevent accurate statements 
in regard to Chicago purchases from getting 
out. The stocks in store here now of con- 
og grade are the lowest they have ever 

en. 


WAR IN PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 


Butter and Fruit Men Decide to Divide 
the $8,000 Fund—Butterine Peo- 
ple Predict Dismemberment.

'W.T. BRYAN IS ELECTED.

NORTHWESTERN FINALLY CHOOSES 
A FOOTBALL MANAGER. 


Bitter Fight Waged in the Athletic As- 
sociation Between the Supporters 
of Alumni and Student Systems— 
Compromise Gpadidate Is Named by 
Captain Hunter and Is at Once 
Elected Without Opposition—Hisses 
and Jeers Mar Meeting of Students. 


Northwestern University Athletic associa- 
tion elected Trainer William T. Bryan foot- 
ball manager for. the séason of 1898 yester- 
day, after one of the most bitter struggles 
which ever occurred in Evanston athletic 
circles. 

Bryan was a compromise candidate, the 
association being divided over the question 
of student or alumni management. The 
alumni supporters had nominated J. P. Grier, 
Secretary of the Evanston Athletic associa- 
tion, but there was opposition to his election, 
as it was considered a virtual turning over of 
the management to an outside athletic club. 
Others objected to student management, 
2s it has not proved an unqualified success 
at Northwestern, agd for a time no agree- 
ment could be reached. Mr. Grier had 
been nominated some time previously, and 
the election had been twice postponed. Yes- 
terday after chapel exercises the final meet- 
ing was called to decide who should manage 
the football team next year. 

Mr. Grier had told Prefessor J. Scott 
Clark, chairman of the joint Gommittee on 
Athletics, that he would not be a candidate 
if there was any opposition to him, and ac- 
cordingly Professor Clark started the fun 
by asking a vote to determing the sentiment 
regarding a change to alumni management. 
President Thorn hedrd the motion of Pro- 
fessor Clark, which was seconded by A. 
E. Cooke, who favored a student manager. 
A skirmish over parliamentary practice fol- 
lowed, which resulted in President Thorn 
ruling Professor Clark's motion out of or- 
der, saying it practically left the fleld open 
to only one man. An appeal from the de- 
cision of the chair was taken and the mo- 
tion was allowed to stand. 

A rising vote was taken, amidst great 
confusion, hisses and jeers .being heard, 
and it seemed that the sentiment favored 
an alumnus for manager. The uproar con- 
tinued, and there were demands for another 
count, and this time the alumnus lost. 

There seemed to be no chance of an agree- 
ment, but it remained for Captain Hunter 
to settle the matter. He took the floor and 
started to make a speech, but was declared 
out of order, and ended by placing the name 
of Bryan in nomination. The idea was re- 
ceived by both sides at cnce as the only salu- 
tion of the question, and he was elected by 
acclamation. Levings seconded his nomi- 
nation. The meeting at once broke up, and 
the students made a rush for the gymna- 
sium, where Trainer Bryan was discovered. 
He was at once hoisted upon the shoulders 
of the crowd and carried around the 
campus.

AUTHORIZES CUBAN PASSPORTS 


Blanco Notifies the Spanish Minister 
of His Ability to Protect Re- 
turning Refugees. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—The following 
advices have been received by the Spanish 
Legation in this city from General Blanco, 
in Havana: 

“In addition to my cablegram of Nov. 27 
I now add that your Excellency can author- 
ize Consuls to issue passports for this island 
to all persons having emigrated who solicit 
them without any exception, save in cases 
of common crime; this applies to all political 
emigrants, both those who have emigrated 
voluntarily and those who consider them- 
selves obliged to remain in exile for any 
purely political motive, cause, or act. 

‘*‘In both cases your Excellency can as- 
sure them that in this island their personal 
safety and that of their families and their 
estates will be guaranteed wiih the efficacy 
with which the government today protects 
and aids those who obey the laws.”’ 

Havana, Dec. 14.—The government has au- 
thorized the free return to fortified planta- 
tions and farms of all classes of tools and 
implements necessary to work them ané will 
also allow the opening of grocery and dry 
goods stores. Grinding has commenced in 
all the provinces. 


ACTIVITY OF THE INSURGENTS. 


They Destroy a Portion of a Pinar del 
Rio Railroad and Attack Sev- 
eral Towns. 


Havana, Dec. 14.—The insurgents dyna- 
mited the railroad between Canas and 
Dagame, Province of Pinar del Rio, destroy- 
ing the track and wrecking the engine of a 
freight train. Spanish troops with a repair- 
ing gang. were sent to the scene of the out- 
rage, where they found a dynamite bomb and 
arrested the men who caused the explosion. 

The insurgents attacked the landing place 
at Gibara, Province of Santiago de Cuba, 
but were repulsed with loss, according to 
the official report.’

Attorney Harmon Outlines 
Luetgert’s New Defense. 


PRISONER WILL TESTIFY. 


Lawyer and Client Both Weep 
During the Recital. 


TO FINISH THIS MORNING. 


What Adolph L. Luetgert will testify to 
when he goes on the witness stand was out- 
lined in advance yesterday by his attorney 
in a three-hour opening speech. The speech 
was not finished. It will require an hour and 
a half this morning for its completion. Luet- 
gert’s alleged actions on the night he Is ac- 
cused of killing his wife were more fully out- 
lined by the “defense than they have been 
since Luetgert’s arrest. The State made its 
opening statement also through Assistant 
State’s Attorney McEwen, but the plea was 
condensed, so the jury heard only the salient 
points of what the State expects to prove. 
Mr. McEwen’s address lasted but one dnd a 
half hours. 

During Attorney Harmon’s speech Luetgert 
wept frequently, and once his attorney, car- 
ried away by his portrayal of the alleged 
wrongs heaped upon Luetgert, wept also. 
During Attorney Harmon's speech an agree- 
ment was made, unexpectedly, that the jury 
should go to the sausage factory and look at 
the middle vat themselves. The State had 
attempted to bring this about at the former 
trial, but the defense objected. 

The opening statement for the prosecu- 
tion was practically the same as at the 
former trial. It was news to the jurors, 
however, and they followed it closely, fre- 
quently asking questions when Mr. McEwen 
displayed the maps and diagrams of the fac- 
tory premises. 

Luetgert’s alleged acts on the night of May 
1, which were never completely explained 
because Luetgert never has made a public 
statement, were heard with interest by the 
lawyers for the State and the spectators. It 
was announced that all were to be reiterated 
by Luetgert himself when he testifies. 


On the Night of May 1. 


“At the table that night,”’ said Attorney 
Harmon in his opening speech, ‘‘ Mrs. Luet- 
gert said, as she had many times before, that 
she was going away. This will be sworn 
“ by witnesses that you will absolutely be- 

eve. 

*“*It was market night, and Luetgert went 
back to his business. The butcher shop had 
the usual large number of customers. 

** Luetgert at 9 o’clock went to his house 
because of the racking pains of dyspepsia,”’ 
explained Mr. Harmon. ‘“ He prepared a 
tea cf some herb the doctor had prescribed 
for him. Knowlng his wife was not feeling 
well he did not bother her to cook it for him. 
He made his brew and went to his room. 
While he was there his son Louis came home 
from the circus. When his father went out 
of the house to go to the factory the child 
heard his steps going towards the gate. 
That was very close to 10:30 o’clock. His 
wife was left behind him, gentlemen of the 
jury. and he never saw her more. He will 
tell you that, jurors, with uplifted hand, and 
I te!l you that when the testimony is all in 
there will be nothing that will violate that 
oath ”’ 


Will Controvert the State. 


Mr. Harmon said he would controvert the 
State’s witnesses, who claim steam was not 
turned into the vat that night till 9 o’clock. 
He said that the defense’s witnesses would 
show steam was let into the vat much 
earlier. Of the way in which Luetgert and 
Bialk carried the barrel of crude potash to 
the basement, and the two Poles, Odorofsky 
and Levandowsky, broke the stuff up and 
dumped it in the vat, his assertions did not 
differ from those of the State, except he 
declared that Luetgert was planning to make 
soft soap. The fifty pounds of arsenic, 
which the State never has been able to ac- 
count for, Attorney Harmon said had been 
bought to clear the building of rats, and 
that fifty pounds had deen sent where but 
five were ordered. 

‘*T have myself found that the fires in the 
factory never went out until on Sunday, 
May 2,” said Mr. Harmon. “ Luetgert him- 
self was astonished that day when he found 
they had gone out. Business had fallen off 
after February, but the factory had not been 
shut down. Some men were employed, the 
fires were kept up, steam never went down, 
and the machines occasionally ran.” 

Mr. Harmon did not say flatly that Mrs. 
Luetgert was insane. He asserted that she 
had frequent attacks of mental trouble, ap- 
proaching hysteria, but he also detailed, 
over the State’s objection, the particulars of 
the alleged disappearance of Mrs. Luetgert’s 
brother and the subsequent finding of him 
in an asylum. 

“Mrs. Luetgert knew that her husband 
had been swindled out of his property. She 
annoyed her husband with importunities and 
questions, and he, thinking it was bad for her 
to know about all those things, put her off. 
Some time about the middle of April he was 
constrained to tell her. Immediately this 
unfortunate woman became hysterical. He 
tried to comfort her. and told her he would 


provide for her, 
State’s Brief Argument. 


Assistant State’s Attorney McEwen’s out- 
line of the circumstances which caused 
Luetgert’s arrest on the-charge of murder 
could scarcely have been simpler or more to 
the point. Even the reading of the statutes 
on what constituted a murder was omitted. 

‘‘It is just seven months and thirteen days 
since the facts arose which place the defend- 
ant on trial for the murder of his wife,’’ be- 
gan Mr. McEwen. ‘*On May 17 he was ar- 
rested on thatcharge. There have been sev- 
eral hearings. The defendant is a man some 
50 years old., Nineteen years ago he married 
Louisa Bicknese. The defendant was mar- 
ried also once before. Luetgert was at one 
time a farmer, and later he kepta saloon. 
Then he became a butcher, and for the last 
ten years he has been a manufacturer of 

ausages. 

. " opt Luetgert had a brother, Diedrich 
Bicknese. Bicknese came to Chicago on 
May 4. He went to the home of Mrs. Luet- 
gert. He asked where his sister was, and 
discovered that she had been missing since 
the previous Saturday night. Towards 5 
o’clock Luetgert came, and Bicknese asked 
him where his wife was. Luetgert answered 
indifferently that he did not know... Bick- 
nese asked if any of her clothes were gone 
and Luetgert said he had not even looked. 
Bicknese asked what she .wore when last 
seen. Luetgert said she had on only a thin 
wrapper, a shawl, and slippers. Luetgert 
said he had not reported it to the police be- 
cause he did not want to stirupa muss.”’ 


Case Reported to Police. 


Bicknese said he would be back next day. 
Bicknese did return, and first went to his 
sister, Mrs. Miller. Then Bicknese went to 
relatives near Kankakee, but Mrs. Luetgert 
was not there. Op the following Friday 
evening Bicknese and Mrs. Miller went to 
the Sheffield Avenue Police Station and re- 
ported the disappearance. Finally the police 
concluded to investigate the case more fully. 
They learned of Luetgert’s actions on that 
night from the watchman, Frank Bialk, and 
on May 15 Inspector Schaack, Captain 
Schuettler, and a detail of detectives went 
to the factory to make a search. 

Mr. McEwen detailed the search and the 
finding of the two rings in the middle vat 
with the initials “L. L.,” also the search 
when a fragment of false tooth, correspond- 
ing with one of Mrs. Luetgert, was found 
in the catchbasin.

When John H. Hamline faced President 
Kraus of the Civil Service commission yes- 
terday speculation was rife as to which 
would win the victory.

Mr. Hamline de- 
nied he ever published a letter, asserting that 
the communication in question was a copy of 
a letter sent by him to members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly and given, to the public by 
one of them. 

This angered President Kraus and he 
opened with a fusillade of assertions, inter- 
rogatories, and countercharges that prom- 
ised to cause a sensation, but the conflict end- 
ed in a harmonious understanding and cor- 
dial pleasantries and the chief contestants 
shook hands across the table. 

In the course of the questions and answers 
Mr. Hamline told President Kraus he did hot 
think the board interpreted the letter alto- 
gether rightly. He insisted on the improprie- 
ty of the commission holding an investigation 
of a charge against itself. Mr. Kraus de- 
nied it was doing so. ' 

At one point Mr. Hamline said: 

‘‘Mr. Kraus, the letter speaks for Itself. 
You don’t seem to carembout inquiring Into 
the sources of my information. ‘ That there is 
a pretty general impression that the present 
commission is not enforcing the law in the 
spirit in which it is framed.’ Now, then, if 
you want to inquire in regard to my sources 
of ‘nformation as to this general impression, 
I will be very glad to give them to you.”’ 

‘* No, we are not calling for gossip; we afte 
not seeking for gossip from a club member 
any more than for gossip from a man in the 
slums,’’ President Kraus said. 


Hamline Fires a Shot. 


‘* That is a pretty good sort of grand stand 
play,’’ Mr. Hamline replied, ‘‘ but there is no 
audience here, and there is no occasion to 
indulge in any high hyperbole.’’ 

After exchanging compliments ower some 
other letters Mr. Hamline sald: 

**Mr. Kraus, before we get to close quar- 
ters, if we ever do, I want to say that the 
idea of assaulting the Civil Service board 
through a letter in any covert way never 
occurred to me. ) 

**I will tell you frankly that I do not think 
the law is being administered in the spirit 


‘In which it was_.enacted, and I do not say 


it in any critical spirit at all. I have been 
furnished with facts. Men have been going 
into my office for the last two days, claiming 
to me—I don’t say they are true—claiming so 
to me.” 

Mr. Hamline insisted that he wrote to 
legislators that, rather than repeal the law, 
if the law is being violated, an opportunity 
should be given to enforce the law in the 
spirit in which it was enacted. 

Then peace was declared. 


METHODISTS GATHER AT FEAST. 


Dr. Quine Rebukes Social Union for Not 
‘Being Brighter—Qupiet Disapproval 
‘Follows His Remarks. 


The members of the Chicago Methodist So- 
cial union listened to a rebuke from the 
President, Dr. William -E. Quine, at the 
reception and banquet held at the Audi- 
torium Hotel last evening. In his opening 
remarks Dr. Quine called the members to 
account for their Jaxity in zeal and financial 
aid to the union, and said it could never suc- 
ceed as long as such a policy was in force. 
He said there had been to6 much of the 
religious spirit in the past, too little of the 
social and lighter side of things which 
should be prominent at a gathering of this 
sort. 

The program which he had arranged 
showed that he had planned to change all 
this and to make the banquet brighter than 
its predecessors had been. Some of the mem- 
bers quietly expressed disapproval of his 
remarks, and in two of the speeches that 
followed there were veiled replies made to 
the ideas that the toastmaster had advanced. 

The responses to toasts were all in light 
vein, and were filled with remarks usually 
considered foreign to the minds of Metho- 
dists. Much of the humor was at the ex- 
pense of the ministry and the brethren, but 
none of it was particularly harmful, as rep- 
resentatives of most of the different types 
were present. 

The Rev. Frank Crane spoke on “ The 
Babies ’’—not the young babies, but the old 
babies, who, he said, were far the worst. 
There was a great flock of them burdening 
the church who were continually seeking 
an opportunity to display their sore thumbs 
or otherwise ‘‘ show off.’ “We should 
avoid childishness and cultivate childlike- 
ness.’ he said. He had never seen a great 
man who was not plain and simple. 

The Rev. J. M. Caldwell spoke on “ The 
Ladies.’”” He fecited some of their foibles 
and then ascribed to them through their vir- 
tues and motherhood trhany of the blessings 
of this world. He closed with a tribute to 
President McKinley, for whom, hesaid, we 
had his departed mother to thank, 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson spoke on 
“Tne Lords of Creation.” She treated the 
subject in a scientific manner, beginning 
with the story of her long search for the 
origin of the phrase, and had much amuse- 
ment at the expense of the men. 

William R. Payne had for his subject “ The 
Charge to the Jury,’’ and General John C. 
Black delivered “‘ The Verdict.” This clored 
the evening’s entertainment, which had 
begun with a reception in the hotel parlors.

The sympathy of all law- 
abiding citizens will be extended to Officer 
Coughlin, and the most earnest interest felt 
in his recovery from his honorably won 
wounds. 


KOHLSAAT’S BORROWED PLAN. 

Turn TRIBUNE stated last week, regard- 
ing Mr. Kohlsaat’s curreney reform scheme, 
that— | 

He has borrowed or ‘* conveyed’’ the plan 
worked out by Charlies B. Farwell. It will be 
found in this month’s North American Review, 
but its main features were made public by its 
author some time ago. Kohisaat copies the Far- 
well project so closely that he has fairly laid him- 
self open to the charge of plagiarism. 


Mr. Kohisaat replies that the allegation 
that his plan was borrowed from Mr. O. 
B. Farwell’s article in the North American 
Review is incorrect because the Kohlsaat 
scheme was published for three consecutive 
days in November. The extract printed 
above shows how THE TRIBUNE'S statement 
is sought to be perverted. This paper has 
stated expressly that the main features of 
Mr. Farwell’s plan were made public some 
time ago. 

The main features of Mr. Farwell’s 
monetary policy were set forth by him in 
speeches made when he was in the Senate 
and in addresses delivered by him years 
ago before the Commercial club of this 
city. When Mr. Farwell presided at the 
meeting held during the Boutell campaign 
at which Senator Thurston spoke, he stated 
his monetary plan concisely and clearly. 

That meeting was held on the 17th of 
November. Nine days later Mr. ,Kohl- 
saat printed conspicuously his plan which 
in spirit and often in phraseology is so 
much like Mr. Farwell’s. And yet Mr. 
Kohlsant insists he did not borrow his plan. 
But if it were his own he would not find it as 
hard a task to explain it and defend it as he 
does, 

Mr. I‘arwell is for the maintenance.of the 
gold standard. So is Mr. Kohlsaat. 

Mr. Farwell wants tHe legal tenders 
funded into 3 per cent 100-year bonds. So 
does Mr. Kohlsaat. But where is Mr. Kohl- 
saat going to get the money with which to 
redeem the legal tenders—the greenbacks 
and Sherman notes—except by the sale of 
bonds to the amount of 450 millions, the 
interest on which at 3 per cent will be 1344 
millions a year. 

For how long a period are the people to be 
taxed to pay this proposed addition to the 
yearly interest bin? Mr. Kohlsaat does 
not venture to state, though he declares 
he does not approve of 100-year bonds. 
Perhaps he has no clearly defined ideas on 
that point. He does talk of paying off the 
bonds he wishes to have sold. But where 
is the money to come from? 

Mr. Kohlsaat may answer, “ out of sur- 
plus revenue?” But there is no surplus rev- 
enue. There is not likely to be any for a 
long time to come. There will be none till 
Congress provides more revenue or cuts 
down expenses., There are 850 millions 
of bonds outstanding now, ahead of the 
450 millions Mr. Kohlsaat proposes to issue 
to fund the greenbacks and Sherman ‘notes. 
Has he any idea when the paying-off of this 
last batch of bonds would begin? Does he 
expect to be alive to see the day? 

Mr. Farwell wants the silver certifi- 
cates canceled and the silver money re- 
tired. So does Mr. Kohlsaat. To do that 
will require about 450 millions more 
money, less what the silver bullion which 
the government will have on hand when 
the dollars are melted down. will fetch. 
Where is the money to come from? ‘Of 
course to get it bonds will have to be sold. 

The interest on them will amount to 13% 
millions a year, less the interest on that part 
of the 450 millions represented by the sum 
the silver bullion will sell for. Tat bullion 
will not bring more than 25 cents on the 
dollar when thrown on the market. The 
moment it was known the government was 
going to dispose of some, down would go 
the price. 

The sum and substance of it all is that 
Mr. Kohlsaat wants all the federal green- 
backs, Sherman notes, and silver funded 
into interest-bearing bonds. All _ those 
forms of money are to be withdrawn and 
destroyed, the money which will be re- 
quired being obtained from the sale of 
bonds, thus swelling the national debt. 
Nearly twenty-seven millions of extra taxes 
are to be levied to-pay the interest on the 
new bonds. 

In what essential respect does this Kohl- 
saat scheme differ from the one proposed 
previously by Mr. C. B. Farwell, and taken 
without giving credit by Mr. Kohlsaat? 
The main object of both of these gentlemen 
is to clear the field of national credit paper 
money and open the way for an exclusive 
bank note curreney. 

The 900 millions of new bonds are looked 
on by them as the security basis for 900 
millions in bank notes. The banks are to 
get about 27 millions a year interest on 
those bonds to repay them for kindly con- 
senting to supply the people with paper 
money. 

Mr. Farwell does nat try to'disguise the 
outcome and purpose of his plan. Mr. Kohl- 
saat, less courageous, tries to conceal from 
his readers the amount it will cost the peo- 
ple to furnish an inferior currency. Nor 
does he attempt to disprove the contention 
that the bank note holders inevitably will 
come to grief when they want to have their 
notes redeemed in gold during a panic ora 
period of severe monetary stringency. 


the government must “ cet out of the bank- 
ing business,” so that the people may have 
inferior money. THe TrRItsune contends 
that issuing notes is not a legitimate part 
of the banking Wisiness in this country. It 
prefers to have the banks get out of the 
government business. 

Let the government issue all the cur- 
rency. Make it a legal tender. Redeem it 
in gold, and not in half-bogus “ coin,” which 
a President like Bryan or Allcn or Bland 
would order paid out for redemption pur- 
poses instead of gold. When the government 
needs any more gold than what cones into 
the Treasury in the way of business, let it 
sell some gold bonds and with the procecds 
‘redeem the greenbacks. Then it can turn 
round and buy bonds with the redeemed 
greenbacks, thus stopping the interest on 
the bonds and putting the notes back into 
circulation. 

That simple plan would stop four millions 
of annual interest now being paid to the 
national banks for the use of their notes 
as currency and fill their place with legal 
tender greenbacks. Add this to the nearly 
$27,000,000 a year of interest which would 
be saved by rejecting and repudiating Kohl- 
saat’s scheme of abolishing the national cur- 
rency by funding it into interest-drawing 
bonds on which the banks are to issue 
$200,000,000 of their notes, which they will 
not redeem in gold when the pinch of strin- 
gent times come, and see what a saving 
there will be. 

Mr. Kohlsaat refers to England, France, 
and Germany. The Bank of England, the 
Bank of France, and the Imperial Bank of 
Germany differ widely from those Amer- 
ican banks which Mr. Koblsaat wants to 
have alluwed

THE THUGS MUST GO. 

Tue Tripune is always ready to give 
credit where credit is due. It has not been 
slow at criticising the police authorities for 
their seeming want of activity and alert- 
ness in running down and bringing to jus- 
tice or in running out of fhe city the gangs 
of thugs and thieves who have been mak- 
ing life a burden to citizens for many weeks 
past, and whose audacious operations have 
nearly led up to the adoption of a danger- 
ous experiment, the organization of 
vigilance committees and the arming: of 
people with instructions to shoot thugs on 
sight. 

Within the last day or two, however, it 
is apparent that the police have roused 
themselves to a sense of the dangerous 
nature of the situation and have entered 
upon a policy of activity which promises 
to be pernicious to these murderous 
scoundrels, and which has already been 
crowned with a large degree of success. 
For this Tue Trisune congratulates the 
police. If they will keep it up and not relax 
-in their vigilance they will soon rid the com- 
munity of these pests. 

On Monday last five desperate criminals, 
one of them a murderer who has long been 
wanted by the police, three members of a 
gang who are recognized as having been 
engaged in holdups, and a burglar of a 
desperate character were run in after being 
captured, not without a dangerous struggle 
and risk of life on the part of the officers 
making the arrests. On the same day 
Bazlowski, the criminal who was shot by 
Officer Coughlin after a most desperate 
struggle, died of his wounds in the County 
Hospital. This fellow will not troyble the 
city or the police any longer. Meanwhile 
the plucky officer who struggled gvith him 
will receive general congratulations that 
his own wounds are not fatal and that he 
will soon be able to resume his duties. 

The good work of the last two days shows 
what the police can accomplish when they 
get down to business. But they must not 
rest contented with what they have done. 
They must follow it up day by day and 
they will soon have the thugs on the run. 
They must give them no rest. Chicago has 
suffered from these fellows for months past. 
It is now time to make life a terror to these 
miscreants. Give them norest. Run them 
down or run them out of the city, Break 
up the groggeries and all-night dens where 
they congregate. Close them up and keep 
them shut. Kipley in the past had an 
enviable reputation as a_ thief-catcher. 
Now let him drop politics and partisan 
scheming and show Chicago the stuff he is 
made of by setting his  thief-catching 
machinery at work again. Let him inform 
the force that footpads and thugs must be 
arrested or driven out of the city. The 
police have made a good start. Now Iet 
them keep at it.

MASON WILL TRY AGAIN. 

During the special session Senator Mason 
introduced two resolutions directing the 
Committee on Rules to report some kind of 
a closure. scheme. Both were referred to 
the committee without instructions. The 
first resolution was offered at the com- 
mencement of the session and the other near 
its close. The committee has had abundant 
time in which to report, but it has not 
done so. 

It does not intendtoact. Itis made up of 
old Senators like Hoar, Aldrich, and Gor- 
man, who look on the present ineffective 
antiquated rules of the Senate with as 
much respect as if they stood a little higher 
in authority than the Bible. They believe 
those rules are the best that ever have been 
or that can be devised. 

Those Senators and others have come to 
the conclusion that interminable debate and 
consequent inability to decide a question 
are the essential features of free institu- 
tions. They look on a person who proposes 
to give the majority in the Senate the 
right to have a vote taken as a dangerous 
fellow—a sort of an Anarchist. 

Nevertheless Senator Mason is going to 
stick to his text. In a few days he will in- 
troduce another resolution discharging the 
Committee on Rules from further con- 
sideration of the subject. According to the 
code of “Senatorial courtesy” such a 
resolution as this will be regarded as a 
personal reflection on the members of the 
committee—as an insinuation that they are 
nut competent to deal with the subject. 

So the resolution which Senator Mason 
is going to offer may not pass. That also 
may be referred to the committee. But 
the Senator will have an oppurtunity to 
make a lively speech and “stir up the 
animals.” He can describe, humorously or 
seriously, as suits him best, the enfeebied, 
palsied condition into which the Senate 
has fallen, as far as doing business is con- 
cerned, 

The Senators may pretend not to heed 
him or some of them may attempt to sneer 
at the “ inexperienced ” member who is pro- 
posing “ dangerous innovations.” Wheth- 
er his speech is received in silence or with 
sneers the Senator should not be _ dis- 
heartened. A few days later he should 
eall up the subject again and _ shock 
“Senatorial courtesy ” some more. 

The people will listen to him if Senators 
do not, and presently a popular pressure will 
be brought to bear on the Senate which 
will force -it to modernize its rules so the 
majority may govern. 


WHY FREIGHT RATES HAVE DECLINED. 

In the discussion of the Foraker railway 
pooling bill now pending before the United 
States Senate Tue Trisune has called at- 
tention to some of the reasons which ac- 
count for the relatively low percentage of 
the earnings of some of the railway lines 
as compared with the capital nominally 
invested. The principal of these was over- 
capitalization or valuation in excess of the 
amount of cash capital invested in construc- 
tion and rolling stock. Some of the reasons 
for the decline in rates on trafie which 
have tended to reduce the earning capacity 
of principal lines, at least relatively, in 
the last twenty-five years, may be enum- 
erated as follows: 

1. Appreciation in the value of currency. 
Between 1871 and 1879, when the coun- 
try reached the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, the average value of the currency 
ranged from 75 to 80 cents on the dollar 
in gold. 

2. The great improvement in locomotives 
and other classes of rolling stock upon rail- 
roads and in the cheapening of fuel. 

3. In the use of cheap and durable Besse- 
mer steel as a substitute for soft iron at 
a higher rate of cost for rails, making it 
possible to haul 20 to 30 tens per car in 
place of 10 tons under the old system and 
at less cost. 

4. The use of larger cars for passenger 
traffic, making it possible to haul a larger 
number of people with greater speed and 
(with other improvements) at less cost per 
train. [Making allowance for the subati-

| tution of gold for greenback values, there 


| has been little or no decline in passenger 
fares in the country generally, while there 
has been a large increase in profits. | 

To this may be added the immense in- 
crease of both travel and freight to be car- 
ried, adding to the business of the lines 
and the relative profits of carriage. 

If railroad business did not pay, bow hap- 
pens it that so many men have grown rich 
at it—some of them becoming multi -million- 
aires? Considering that the basis of their 
wealth consisted in construction contracts, 
chromos, and “ water,” who furnished the 
actual cash which has flowed into their 
coffers? And yet they are not safisiied, 
but wish to shear the lambs (the producers 
and consumers) still closer. 

The attempt has been made by advocates 
of a pooling law to base an argument in 
favor of their pet measure on the relatively 
higher freight rates paid on European roads 
—in England, for instance, That is the 
land of “ short hauls,” howevel1, requiring 
frequent handling of freight. Besides this, 
the increased cost of the average road in 
that country for right of way and construc- 
tion in grading, solidity, and perfection of 
track, expensiveness of material, etc., are 
to be taken into account. Roads are not 
constructed there on subscriptions of stock 
by cities and towns or bonuses from indi- 
viduals, which go to the benefit of the cor- 
poration, but on paid-up capital in cash, 


GOMPERS ON COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

In the past the American Federation of 
Labor, while expressing its belief in ar- 
bitration, has declared itself opposed to 
compulsory arbitration. But m his an- 
nual report to the federation, which is now 
im séssion at Nashville, President Gompers 
states that— 


It is submitted whether it would not be wise to 
modify our position in so far as to interpose no 
objection to the passage of a law providing for 
compulsory arbitration in disputes between or- 
ganized employés of the railroads and the railroad 
companies, and the giving of an award by such 
lawful arbitrators, but we should hesitate to give 
our indorsement to any legislation, State or na- 
tional empowering the compulsory enforcement 
of an award and the specific enforcement of a 
contract to labor. 


The qualifying clause at the end of the 
sentence shows that Mr. Gompers realizes 
the logical consequences of effective com- 
pulsory arbitration and is afraid of them. 
When employers and employés voluntarily 
submit their differences to arbitration the 
side which gets the worst of it cannot be 
compelled to accept the award, but it is in 
honor bound to do so and usually does. 
Where arbitration is compulsory neither 
side feels under any moral obligation to ac- 
cept the award. 

To make compulsory arbitration effective 

the employer must be made to pay higher 
wages or grant shorter hours if the award 
is against him. The employés must be 
made to work for lower wages or longer 
hours than they wish to if the award goes 
against them. It would not do to compel 
the former and not the latter to accept the 
verdict. 
*Gompers understands that and hence his 
reluctance to indorse a law providing for 
the * specific enforcement” of a contract 
to labor. If one man makes a contract with 
another to work for him for a certain time 
for certain wages and then breaks that 
contract, he lays himself open to a suit for 
damages, but he cannot be compelled to go 
back to work or stay in jail till he is willing 
to do so, 

It is useless to sue on the broken contracts 
of workingmen because the chances of get- 
ting anything are so small. The idea of a 
court forcing men to work for a given em- 
ployer is repugnant to Gompers, and so is it 
to a great many other people. But what 
is the use of making railroads and their 
employés—or any other employers and em- 
pioyés—appear before a board of arbitra- 
tion when the findings of that board are not 
to be enforced? 

It is possible in one case out of a hundred 
that if the parties to a labor dispute were 
compelled to appear before arbitrators and: 
plead their case, the loser would submit to 
the award. But in the other ninety-nine 
cases the loser would decline to do so. In 
that event what would be gained by compul- 
sory arbitration which stopped short of its 
logical conclusion—a conclusion which 
neither employers nor employés relish. The 
former do not want to have wage scales 
fixed for them without their consent. The 
latter do not want to be forced to go back 
to work because arbitrators order it. 


THE REVENUE BILLS. 

Senator Berry has introduced a revenue 
bill which he proposes shall apply to every 
county except Cook. If the country mem- 
bers favor that measure they ought to have 
if. Every member from Cook County ought 
to be willing to vote for it. 

In return country members ought to be 
willing to vote for such a revenue law as 
the representatives from this city may 
think is the best, in view of the peculiar con- 
ditions which exist in Chicago—-conditions 
which are found nowhere else in the State. 

A deputation of well known Chicagoans 
was given a hearing yesterday by the Rey- 
enue committees of the two Houscs, and 
explained the evils from which Chicago is 
now suffering owing to a defective assess- 
ment system. The attention of the commit- 
tees was invited to the bill which has been 
prepared to meet the special needs of Chi- 
cago and were asked to indorse it. 

It will simplify matters very much if the 
city and country are dealt with separately, 
as far as assessment legislation is con- 
cerned. To agree on one system for both 
wilk be difficult. It may be impossible to 
hit on one system that will suit both. It is 
better to let each have the legislation it 
prefers. . 

The bill which has been prepared by the 
committee of citizens suics Chicagoans per- 
fectly, though it may be modified in a few 
minor respects without weakeningit. Pos- 
sibly Senator Berry’s bill suits those IIli- 
noisans who do not live in Cook County. 
In that event there is no necessity for a 
clash oradispute. Let the Legislature pass 
both bills and satisfy everybody. 


ALDERMANIC SECRETARY ORDINANCE. 

A law passed by the General Assembly 
at its last session gives Chicago Aldermen 
a salary of $1,500 a year. Nobody denies 
that that salary cannot be drawn by Alder- 
men in office when the law was passed. 
The constitution says explicitly that “ the 
fees, salary, or.compensation of no munici- 
pal officer who is elected or appointed for 
a definite term of office shall be increased 
or diminished during such term.” 

It is clear that nd Alderman whose term 
expires in April next, or in April, 1899, can 
draw the $1,500. But in order to whip the 
devil around the stump and get the better 
of the constituticn an ordinance has been 
adopted authorizing those Aldermen who 
cannot draw the $1,500 to appoint “ secre- 
taries,” who are to receive $125 per month. 
Those “secretaries "—wives, daughters, 
sons, or hired men of the Aldermeh—are to 
draw the money and then hand it over to 
the principal. 

The attorney who drew this ordinance 
took as his model the act of last summer 
raising to $7,000 the salaries of the Supreme 


| making the hold-over Judges an allowance 


of $2,000 a year for clerk hire, so as to even 
things up. It is stated that Aldermen who 
propose to avail themselves of the ordinance 
have agreed to give the attorney $50 apiece 
for his cleverness in hitting on a method of 
“ beating the constitution.” 

That lawyer overlooked the fact that 
the powers of the Legislature are more 
extensive than those of the Council. The 
latter is not empowered by the charter to 
provide Aldermen with “ secretaries,” and 
any expenditure of money for that purpose 
is as unlawful as one to buy each Alderman 
a suit of clothes. 

If the Mayor signs this ordinance, or 
vetoes it, and it is passed over his veto, it 
will be the duty of the Controller to refuse 
to pay a cent to any so-called “ secretary.” 
There is no legal warrant for any such pay- 
ment. 


| Naturally the sitting Aldermen who are 


to serve through next year will not feel 
pleased when they see their colleagues, 
elected next April, drawing $125 a month 
while they get nothing, but there is no help 
for it. They can, however, resign their 
seats before April and run for reélection. 
If they sueceed in getting back into the 
Council they can then draw salaries. 

Only eight Aldermen voted against this 


“ secretary ” grab game. They were: 


Jackson, Walker, Math, 
Duddleston, Mavor, Bennett. 
Maypole Nelson, 

Fifty-six Aldermen voted for this 


measure which is admittedly a scheme to 
evade an excellent constitutional provision. 
There are in the list of yeas the names of 
some men of whom better things were 
expected. 


AND now President Andrews of Brown 
University has another ruction on his hands, 
and one which will be harder for him to set- 
tle than his free silver crankery which 80 
aroused the trustees of the university. Ata 
recent meeting of the Grand Army officials 
of Rhode Island the old soldiers poured hot 
shot into him for stating in a public lecture 
that General Robert HB. Lee was the ablest 
soldier in the war of the rebellion. As his 
critics were officers in the union army, and 
had the widest opportunities for judging the 
capacity not only of the Generals under 
whom they served, but of the Generals 
whom they helped to whip, and as they had 
large military experience their judgment will 
be more generaily accepted than that of the 
reinstated President of Brown in passing 
upon the ability of soldiers. They are not 
yet disposed to place Lee above Grant, Sher- 
man, Sheridan, or Pap Thomas. The un- 
comfortable Andrews, if he is not careful, 
will make himself disliked. 


Disposition of Silver Dollars. 


Chicago, Dec. 10.—[Editor of®The Trib- 
une.]—In your issue of this morning on the 
editorial page is an article, ‘‘ Cannot Ex- 
plain His Borrowed Plan.” I am very glad 
to answer the question which you put to Mr. 
Kohlsaat about the silver dollar. 

Under the Bland-Allison act the govern- 
ment of the United States purchased silver 
bullion in the market, paying the market 
price for it. They purchased at the same 
time printing paper of a voncern in Penn- 
sylvania and also paid the market price 
for that. Using your language on a former 
oceasion, they ‘‘coined”"’ (coinage, as I 
understand it, means the certifying by the 
government, which coins, as tu the quantity 
and quality of the metal coined—in other 
words, showing the intrinsic value of the 
mctal thus coined), the paper and silyer into 
money. One was a promise to pay*‘upon 
paper, and the other was a promise to pay 
upon silver (?), because neither possessed 
intrinsic value for the face. In fact the 
paper had no intrinsic value, but the silver 
did for about 90 cents. 

Now, inasmuch as the government has is- 
used, not coined, both paper and silver 
since the passage of the Biand-Allison act, 
and has received 100 certs in value for 
both paper and silver, it is the duty of the 
government to redeem both at par in gold, 
and inasmuch as the silver dollars stored 
in the Treasury vault at Washington will 
not circulate, I would suggest that they be 
melted into bullion and sold for what 
they will bring and the proceeds put into 
the Treasury. 

I would further suggest that the free 
coinage of silver be provide for either at 
the present ratio or some new one, but with- 
draw the legal tender quality above $5, then 
the owners of silver bullion can have it 
coined to any extent they see fit, and they 
would get the value for ic, and people 
would take this iwwney at its commercial 
value. 

It may be that Mr. Kohlsaat will answer 
your interrogatory. If he does, it will be 
unnecessary for you to make any use of 
this letter. If he does not, you can make 
such use of it as you care to. 

I did not in my article in the North Ameri- 
can Review say anything about the silver 
dollar, because the subject did not, as I 
thought, include it. Cc. B. FARWELL. 

The question to which Mr. Farwell refers 
was: ‘‘ Does Mr. Kohlsaat wish to have the 
silver dollars melted down and sold for what 
they will fetch as bullion?’’’ It has not been 
answered by him as yet. Therefore it is 
proper that Mr. Farwell, who is the real 
author of the Kohlsaat currency reform 
plan, should be given an opportunity to 
state what he proposes to do with the silver 
dollars, of which about 460 millions have been 
coined. 

THE TRIBUNE quite agrees with Mr. Far- 
well that the government is at least in honor 
and decency bound to keep its silver dollars 
and silver certificates in the hands of the 
people at the value of gold standard money 
—equal to whatit gotforthem. Butit has no 
written contract with the holders to redeeni 
any of them in gold money. Theé certificates 
call for silver dollar payments. They are 
mere certificates of deposit of silver dollars, 
and that is all they call for. The Silver dol- 
lars are not promises to pay in gold; but 
are called full payment themselves, though 
they have declined in bullion value till they 
are worth intrinsically less thah half what 
they purport to be worth. They are, how- 
ever, legal tenders, but the government has 
not guaranteed their purchasing power or 
intrinsic value. 

The silver dollars were supposed to have 
intrinsic value and did have more than 90 
cents when first coined. It was conffdently 
expected and believed that opening the mints 
to them would appreciate them to a ievel 
with gold intrinsically, but it did not. The 
honest friends of silver were sorely disap- 
pointed, but the dishonest friends of silver— 
the Bryanites of Kansas, Blandites of Mis- 
souri, and Altgeldites of Illinois—rejoiced at 
the fall of silver, for they saw how it opened 
a way to cheat creditors. 

Government paper notes only promised to 
pay ,‘‘ coin” dollars, and did not profess to 
have any intrinsic value, while those green- 
backs were “ issued,”’ and certain words and 
pictures stamped on them, yet as they were 
made legal tender money of the government 
the act of stamping the paper was an act of 
coining. 

All that is stamped on a piece of gold or 
silver is: first, a name for the disk; second, 
the date of its coinage; third, a device and 
motto; the law requires that each piece of 
each denomination shall contain a specific 
weight of metal. 

In commerce a coif is taken in payment 
or exchange for commodities, or services, or 
land according to its weight, and the white 
coin exchanges for the yellow one in the 
ratio of their weights. The present equiv- 
alents of value are about thirty-eight ounces 
of the one for one ounce of the other. This 
is the rule except where silver dollars like 
those of the United States are artificially 
kept at gold par at a legal ratio. 

As regards Mr. Farwell’s plan of disposing 
of the silver dollars, he knows that it entaifis 
a heavy loss, but he ts undoubtedly prepared 
to submit to it. There are 855 million ounces 
of pure silver in 460 million silver dollars. 
That amount of silver is equal to the worid's 
production for two years. What effect the 
dumping of that much silver in the market— 
or the knowledge of the fact that it was

DAVIDSON AIMS AT MRS. PAUL. 


Declares That Her Bluejays Sweep into 
the Sewers—-McGann Heads Off 
an Investigation. 


The Superintendent of Sewers and the 
Bureau of Street and Alley Cleaning clashed 
yesterday over the manner in which the 
Streets in the down-town district are being 
cleaned. Superintendent Davidson charges 
that the laborers have been sweeping large 
quantities of mud from the streets into the 
sewefs, and that as a result the catch- 
basins have all been clogged up. Within a 
few weeks the city has expended several 
hundred dollars in cleaning out the down- 
town catchbasins. As fast as the basins 
were emptied by the Sewer department 
employés Mrs. Paul’s blue jays come along 
with their brooms and fill them with mud 
again.

Oppose Extension of Further 
Privileges to Banks. 


WILL RECOGNIZE CUBAN WAR 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—The caucus 
of Democratic members of the House of 
Representatives tonight resulted in the adop- 
tion of resolutions defining the party policy 
on the questions of Cuba, finance, and bank- 
ruptcy. 

The caucus was largely attended, 101 of 
the 125 Democratio members being present 
despite the stormy weather. Representative 
Richardson of Tennessee acted as chairman 
and Representatives Cummings of New York 
and Cowherd of Missouri acted as secre- 
taries. 

Mr. Bailey of Texas took the initiative by 
ne the following series of resolu- 

ons: 

. Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
caucus that the Democratic members of the 
House of Representatives ought to resist all 
efforts, direct or indirect, to retire the green- 
backs and Treasury notes. 

Resolved, second, That we are opposed 
to and will resist all attempts to extend the 
privileges of national banks or to reduce 
the taxes which they now pay. 

Resolved, third, That we favor the early 
consideration and passage of the Senate 
resolution recognizing that a condition of 
war exists in the Island of Cuba between the 
government of Spain and the Cuban people. 

Resolved, fourth, That we favor the early 
esata of a just and wise bankruptcy 

aw. 

The first three features of the resolutions, 
on finance and Cuba, were considered sep- 
arately, the discussion being vigorous and 
unanimously favorable. Mr. Bailey made 
the main speech, saving that Democratte 
members should take their position promptly 
against those financial movements now as- 
suming formidable dimensions owing to the 
recommendations given them by the Prcsi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury. He also 
spoke for a clearcut position in favor of the 
recognition of Cuban belligerency as em- 
bodied in the Morgan resolution, whith 
passed the Senate during the extra session. 
There was not a dissenting voice to Mr. Bai- 
ley’s propositions, and the first three resolu- 
tions were carried by a unanimous vote, the 
result being received with hearty cheers. 

The fourth feature of the resolutions, de- 
claring for a just and wise bankruptcy law, 
met with some opposition. Mr. De Armond 
of Missouri argued that it was not expedient 
for the party to take a position favorable to 
a bankruptcy bill at this time. The resolution 
was supported by Messrs. Bailey, Simms of 
Tennessee, and Swanson of Virginia. The 
resolution finally prevailed by a large ma- 
jority, although Mr. De Armond and about 
half a dozen others registered their votes in 
opposition to this course. 

On motion of Mr. Maddox of Georgia ar- 
rangéments were made for the usual Con- 
gressional committee to conduct the Con- 
gressional campaign of 1898. The commit- 
tee is to consist of one member from each 
State, Territory, and the District of Co- 
lumbia, and nine Senators, to be chosen by 
the Senate Democratic caucus. 

The caucus adjourned at 9 o’clock, having 
been in session just an hour, and having 
accomplished its results with practical una- 
nimity. 


GAGE DECIDES FOR ONE BILL. 


Whole Question of Currency Reform Is 
Simplified and Hastened by His 
Decision. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—Secretary 
Gage will appear before the House Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency Thursday and 
submit to it in the form of a general bill 
his recommendations recently made to Con- 
gress. 

The determination of the Secretary to sub- 
mit one general financial bill instead of a 
number of separate bills brought out many 
expressions of satisfaction. It had the ef- 
fect of clearing up a situation which was be- 
coming strained. and gave promise of an 
early report to Congress on financial bills. 

It was made known that Mr. Gage pre- 
ferred to let the subject go over until after 
the holiday recess. The committee urged, 
however, that it desired to take the Gage 
bill, and also that submitted by the mone- 
tary conference, under consideration during 
the holidays in order to be in a position to 
report progress when the House reconvened 
after the recess. It was decided, therefore, 
that Mr. Gage should submit his measure 
on Thursday and appear in person to explain 
and argue its merits and answer questions 
from the committee. It was also made clear 
that the Secretary would cover all his pro- 
posals in one general bill instead of cutting 
the subject up. 

This arrangement gave general satisfac- 
tion, and having accomplished this much 
the members of the committee canvassed 
the course they would take as to making an 
immediate report to the House on the cur- 
rency questions. It was decided that the 
first thing to be done was to report a bill 
embodying the three features recommended 
by the President—viz.: A reduction of the 
tax on circulation to one-half of 1 per cent, 
the issuance of circulation up to the par 
value of bonds deposited, and the establish- 
ment of small banks in rural communities. 

While these will be embodied in the Gage 
plan, yet as they were specially advised in 
the President’s message, it was felt to be 
advisable to give the House the opportunity 
of acting on them at once, without waiting 
for the report on the Gage bill. For these 
reasons the full committee will be asked to 
report on the President’s plan at once. The 
draft of a bill has been prepared by Mr. 
Brosius of Pennsylvania, and this was given 
to the Solicitor of the Treasury, who is to 
return it in time for action by the commit- 
tee, with such suggestions as the Treasury 
authorities may wish to make. 

The comprehensive Gage bill and the mon- 
etary conference bill will be gone over with 
care during the holidays. And as a result 
of the better feeling created today members 
of the Banking and Currency committee say 
there is no further doubt that action will be 
reported to the House soon after the holi- 
days. 


BRIEF SESSIONS OF CONGRESS. 


Little Business Is Transacted and Both 
Houses Adjourn Out of Respect 
for the President. 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 14.—The House to- 
day after a session of about two hours ad- 
journed out of sympathy for the President, 
whose mother was buried at Canton this 
afternoon. The time of the session was de- 
-voted to the consideration of the legislative, 
executive, and judicial appropriation bill. It 
was decided to postpone the consideration 
of the item providing for the maintenance 
of the Civil Service commission until after 
the other features of the bill had been con- 
cluded. There is seemingly no disposition 
to. curtail the discussion, and it probably 
will not be concluded before the holiday 
recess. 

The Senate was in session fifteen minutes 
today, adjournment being taken until tomor- 
row out of respect to President McKinley, 
who is in attendance upon the funeral of 
his mother.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14—The sub- 
committee of the Senaté Committee on In- 
dian Affairs today practically decided to 
recommend amendments to the present law 


Assailant Does the Cutting at Mergan 
Street and Jackson Boulevard— 
When Policeman Friel Comes to 
Arrest Him He Gives the Biuecoat 
a Knife Lunge, Too—Then He Bites 
Simsrott and Rice, Patrol Wagon 
Men—Victim at County Hospital. 


James McDermott, 275 West Van Buren 
street, fatally stabbed Charles Parsons, 378 
Jackson boulevard, early this morning as 
the result of an altercation at Jackson 
boulevard and Morgan street. 

McDermott and Parsons had been drink- 
ing in a saloon. The former, who is burly 
and overbearing, criticised the bartender, 
a small man, for something that displeased 
him. Then he left the place inarage. Par- 
sons followed him, and told him he should 
not ‘‘ jump on’’ a man physically his in- 
ferior. Then McDermott did the stabbing. 

Policeman Friel was attracted by the dis- 
turbance, and, when he tried to arrest Mc- 
Dermott, who was crouching over his vic- 
tim, he, too, received a stab thrust. But his 
clothing was so thick the keen blade pene- 
trated only to the skin of the abdomen, 
where it made a slight scratch. 

Friel overpowerec McDermott after a 
struggie and dragged him to the neares* pa- 
trol box, where he called a wagon, 

When the wagon arrived and as the pris 
oner was being placed inside he again 
showed fight. Seizing the finger of Police- 
man Simsrott, a wagon man, in his teeth, he 
nearly bit it off. 

Officer Rice, another wagon man, came to 
the assistance of Simsrott, and McDermott 
gave him a savage bite, too.. Then the pris- 
oner was taken to the station. He refused 
to give any explanation of the stabbing. 

Parsons was taken to the County Hospital. 
At 4 o'clock this morning he was on the op- 
eraiing table. The doctors said he would 
die. He was stabbed in the stomach. 

Parsons made no statement as to the 
cause of the trouble. He is well dressed and 
26 years old, oe 

The names of McDermott an arsons do 
not appear in the city directory. 


MONEY WASTED ON THE CENSUS 


Advocates of Civil Service Show How 
a Saving of Nearly $8,000,000 Could 
Have Been Made. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—In response 
to an inquiry from Senator Lodge Carroll 
D. Wright, Commissioner of Labor, has 
written a detailed estimate of the saving that 
would have occurred in the compilation of 
the last census had the census office at that 
time been under the civil service. 

The inquiry from Senator Lodge was 
prompted by the statement recently made by 
Mr. Wright that $2,000,000 would have been 
saved by this arrangement, The estimate 
given tends to show that in reality this sav- 
ing would have amounted to nearer eight 
and a half millions. The comparison is 
based on the work of the census bureau and 
that of the department of labor, the latter 
under the civil service. He holds that there 
is enough similarity in the work of the two 
departments to make this comparison hold 
good in actual practice. 

The results may be summarized as fol- 
lows: The total cost of the census work, ex- 
clusive of printing and binding, had it been 
carried on under the civil service, would 
have been $3,505,432 instead of $10,016,677, a 
Saving of $6,421,245; while the cost, exclusive 
of field force and printing and binding—in 
other words, the expense of the office force— 
would have been $2,298,821 instead of $5,670,- 
847, a saving of $3,372,025. 


Tract at Eighty-seventh and State 
Turned In on Manhattan Build- 
ing Sale. 


George H. Holt, President of the Holt 
Lumber company, who acquired the Man- 
hattan Building in Dearborn street from 
Cc.

Two “Farmers” Get the Manager 
Into a Trap. 


THIRD THIEF SEIZES CASH. 


A holdup, committed calmly and boldly at 
noon in a Randolph street siore, a few steps 
east of State street, is the novelty of the 
hour in the robbery line. C. A. Taylor & 
Co., 30 East Randolph street, deaiers in 
trunks, are the victims. The matter has 
been reported to the police, who protest that 
it was no holdup at all, but merely a case of 
sneak-thievery. But Manager T. J. Taylor 
of the store says it was a regulation holdup 
with gun features. 

Three men entered the store a few minutes 
after noon on Monday, and after “ lining 
up’ Manager Taylor and his clerks, robbed 
the cashbox of $50 and some checks and 
other negotiable papers worth several hun- 
dred dollars. 

The manner of the bold game is related by 
Manager Taylor as follows: 

Early on Menday morning a bright-faced, 
well-dressed, and polite young man entered 
the trunk store and requested the manager 
to change a $5 bill for him. 

“ Give me bills,” sald the young mah, as 
Mr. Taylor went to the desk fo make the 
change. Taking from the drawer the cash- 
box. which at that time contained nearly 
$700, Mr. Taylor made the chaige, the 
young man watching him closely. Profuse 
in his thanks, the stranger left the store. 


Strangers Happen In. 


About noon two strangers, both farmers, 
to judge from their manner and clothes, en- 
tered the store and asked to be shown some 
cheap trunks. Manager Taylor, a clerk, and 
the porter were in the store at the time. The 
porter was busy in the rear of ihe place, 
while the clerk was arranging some bags in 
the show window. 

Manager Taylor walked to the rear of the 
store, where the cheap trunks were kept, 
and was followed by one of the eupposed 
purchasers. The other remained in the 
front part of the store. While showing the 
stranger the trunks Manager Taylor noticed 
the young man for whom he had made change 
enter the store. His appearance was a sig- 
nal for a total change,.in demeanour on the 
part of the two strangers. 

The one who was looking at trunks gruffly 
ordered Manager Taylor to “ go on and show 
me all you've got,’ and at the same time 
half drew a revolver from his pocket. The 
man in front of the store stood close behind 
the unsuspicious clerk and kept his hand in 
his right overcoat pocket, evidently clutch- 
ing something, which Mr. Taylor has no 
doubt was a revolver. 

The third man, the young man who had just 
entered, hastily walked to the desk, and 
going to the cash drawer took out the cush- 
box. Manager Taylor attempted to make 
a movement and to ¢ry out to his clerk, but 
the heavy hand of the man in front of him 
was laid on his shoulder, and again he 
caught a glimpse of the rev»vlver. 


Warns Him to Be Quiet. 


** Be quiet, or you'll get hurt, mister,”’ Was 
the warning spoken in a low voice. 

The cashbox was thrown into one of the 
valises that were on the counter, and the 
thie? left the store, taking his booty in the 
stolen bag. He turned west towards State 
street. 

After further warning to Mr. Tayior not 
to make any outcry the other two men 
backed out of the store. So quietly and 
cleverly had the robbery been conducted 
that tae porter and clerk were unaware of 
what had taken place until the men had 
left the store and Manager Taylor dashed 
out alter them. The robbers were quickly 
lost in the shopping crowds in State street. 

Mr. Taylor immediately reported the rob- 
bery to the Central Station, and Captain 
Colleran detailed several men on the case. 
Mr. Taylor recognized the picture of ‘* Dell ”’ 
Sommers, a notorious thief, as that of the 
young man for whom he had mace change, 
and who a few hours later robbed the cash 
drawer. Sommers’ picture is in the rogue’s 
gallery. The police expect to have him in 
custody before many hours. 


ELECTION CASE LAWYERS FIGHT

PACCA DECREE ANNULLED

RIGHT TO DISPOSE OF ART TREAS- 
URES RESTORED TO ROMANS, 


: 


Fature Effect Upon the Prices of An- 
client and Modern Masterpieces— 
Scandal in the Heuse of Orsini— 
Suit for Slander Brought by the 
Cousitess Gaetani de Laurenzana 
Against Two Lawyers and the No- 
tary of the Famous Family. 


Rome, Dec. 12.—[Exclusive Cablegram to 
the Globe-Democrat. ]—The Court of Appeals 
of the kingdom has just rendered a decision 
which practically annuls the obnoxious 
Inasmuch as Americans are 
nowadays the most liberal, and, in fact, al- 
most the only purchasers of antiques and 
art treasures in Europe, the decree of the 
Supreme Court of Italy is of more than or- 
dinary importance to the people of the United 
States. 

During the early part of the century Car- 
dinal Pacca, the Secretary of State of Pope 
Pius VII., issued an edict destined to pre- 
vent the export of all art treasures above 
ground, as well as of all those still concealed 
below ground. It was provided that the gov- 
ernment should in each case have the right 
of preémption, that is of acquiring the treas- 
ure in question at its own valuation, while if 
the object was not wanted by the government 
enormous dues, to the extent of 60 per cent 
of the sale price, were exacted before the 
permit for export could be obtained. The 
nominal aim of this decree was a patriotic 
desire to prevent the dispersal of the art and 
archeological treasures of the Eternal City 
to the four corners of the globe. But the 
real object was to diminish the market value 
of the masterpieces of painting, sculpture, 
and carving, and thus enable the members 
of the Sacred College to form superb col- 
lections at a relatively small cost. It is 
worthy of note, however, that neither Car- 
dinal Pacca nor yet any of the prelates who 
succeeded him as Secretary of State and 
executive of the Papal States dared to put 
the law into force, and it remained to all 
intents and purposes a dead letter until the 
transformation of Rome into the national 
capital of Italy in 1870. 


Princes Affected. 


Finding it in the code book of the Papal 
States the Italian government incorporated 
it among its own statutes, restricted its op- 
eration to the former dominions of the Holy 
See, and &traightway commenced to put it 
into execution. Its effects were first serious- 
ly felt when the financial difficulties of the 
Princes Odescalchi, Borghese, Sciarra- 
Colona, Buoncompagni, Orsini, etc., result- 
ing from unfortunate real estate specula- 
tions, led them to attempt to raise money by 
means of the sale of their celebrated art col- 
lections. 

Prince Sciarra-Colona, indeed, had a sen- 
tence of two years’ imprisonment pro- 
nounced against. him, in addition to a heavy 
fine, for having smuggled out of the city and 
over the Italian frontier three of Raphael’s 
masterpieces, which he had sold to Baron 
Alphonse Rothschild of Paris. While the 
other Princes found themselves debarred 
from accepting the handsome offers made to 
them by private collectors, public institu- 
tions, and art dealers hailing from the United 
States, most of them submitted in silence, 
alth6Ough destitute and in want, yet sur- 
rounded by priceless paintings, sculptures, 
tapestries, etc., which by the iniquitous 
Pacca law they were prevented from selling, 
although their unentailed and inherited 
property. 

But Prince Orsini; the last of the great 
patricians of Rome to be ruined, resolved to

Orsini Scandal. 

The Princes of Orsini, it may be added, 
are just at the present moment furnishing 
another chapter to the chronique scandeluse 
of the Eternal City by means of a suit for 
slander brought by the Countess Gaetani de 
Laurenzana against a couple of lawyers and 
the notary of the Orsini family. The head of 
the house, Prince Philip Orsini, has long been 
separated from his charming Hungarian 


wife, and two years ago his eldest son, | 


Domenico, was in turn deserted by his wife, 
who, in the separation which ensued, was 
awarded the charge of her son, as well as the 
control of her large fortune, from any further 
participation in which he was debarred. Cut 
off in this nfanner from the enjoyment of the 
fortune for which he had alone consented to 
marry a girl of such parvenu origin, and pre- 
vented, by the fact of his being merely sep- 
arated, from marrying again, he set to work 
to secure a release from his bonds so as to en- 
able him to wed an American woman of con- 
siderable wealth, a member of a prominent 
Maryland family, and to whom he has been 
very attentive for some time. There is no 
divorce in Italian law; but an annulment of 
marriage is decreed by the courts whenever it 
can be shown that the husband or wife has 
been intentionally deceived at the time of the 
union, and that the matrimonial contract is 
vitiated by fraud. Accordingly Prince 
Domenico Orsini, taking advantage of the 
fact that his mother-in-law, a once famous 
beauty, had been a good deal of a coquette 
and a flirt, instructed the lawyers of his 
family to rake up her past with the object of 
proving that his wife was not the child of 
her mother’s husband, but one of the numer- 
ous admirers of the Countess, in the event of 
which he would, of course, be able to secure 
the annulment of his marriage. 

The Countess, hearing of the steps which 
the lawyers were taking in securing evidence 
and affidavits against her, has headed off 
her son-in-law by instituting proceedings 
for criminal libel against the two lawyers 
in question, as well as against the notary 
whom they had employed in the matter. The 
case is now being tried, and is exciting a 
tremendous social sensation here. The court 
is crowded with all the rank and fashion of 
the Eternal City, who revel in the piquant 
details contained in the affidavits not only 
concerning the alleged love affairs of the 
Countess, but also concerning the artifices 
which she is charged with having used in 
order to secure young Prince Orsini for her 
daughter’s husband. She is likely to win 
her case, for she belongs to a family identified 
with the Italian cause, whereas the Orsinis, 
against whom the suit is really directed, are 
the leaders of the Papal aristocracy.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Disposition on the Part of Holders of 
Stocks to Take Their Profits. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—There was a disposition 
today an the part of the holders of stocks to realize 
profits on the recent rise, and the bears helped 
along the reaction by free short selling. There was 
one or two exceptional instances of strength in 
the market, and some covering of shorts before the 
‘lose by timid bears, so that net declines do not 
Nndicate the extreme fall in prices. But the 
reneral tone of speculation was heavy and no ag- 
Bressive disposition to buy was manifest: The 


firmer tone of the call money market was un-: 


doubtedly the cause of the halt in the bull move- 
ment. The decrease in cash holdings by the banks 
shown by Saturday’s statement and the shrink- 
age in surplus reserves to be as low as $19,900,- 
000, are features in the monetary situation which 
will be accentuated during this week. The an- 
nouncement from Washington that the bonds 
maturing on Jan. 1, known as currency sixes, will 
be paid off on Dec. 24, bears on the situation. 
The aggregate of these bonds is $29,904,052, and 
their prosmaption will about offset the payments 
already made to the government on account of the 
Union Pacific sale, which amounts to $29.50%.775. 
The government will disburse over $5,000,000 in 
eptenset on Jan. 1.. The balance which the Union 
acific Reorganization committee still has to pay 
the government amounts to $25,500,000, and of this 
amount $8,500,000 will be paid this week, and 
the remainder by the first week in Jaunary. It 
will be seen that the balance in favor of the 
Treasury will amount to nearly : , , t 
not expected that this amount will be suddenly 
withdrawn from circulation, but will be allowed 
to remain on deposit for the present in national 
banks in this city. But the continuing deficit 
in the revenues, which has fed a constant streain 
into the money market, has been recognized as a 
factor in the ease of money rate, and the com- 
pletion of these operations will put a new phase on 
that condition. Rates for call loans were not above 
nt. 
t was almost wholly technical, the 
strength of the coalers, with no news to account 
to sustain values somewhat. 
fd. was in good demand all 
: . The specially weak features 
were Consolidated Gas, which was at one time 
down 3% points. Manhattan, which receded 2 
points, and Sugar, which fell below yesterday's 
close after an opening gain, under pressure of 
heavy liquidation, and remained there all day. 
Metropolitan Street Railway declined 1% and 
scored almost a full recovery. Otherwise the 
heaviness of stocks and the day’s decline were 
quite uniform throughout the list, fractional losses 
being the rule.

IN THE FOREIGN MONEY MARKET, 


American Stocks Stronger in London 
than for Many Days. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—The Evening Post's Lon- 
don financial cablegram says: 

‘**The stock markets here today were quiet but 
firm. Americans were the strongest market for 
some days, but the close was easier, with Union 
Pacific lower on the reported postponement ef the 
sale of the Kansas Pacific. The preference stocks 
of the reorganized lines were again bought here 
and for the continent. Grand Trunks were strong. 
Mines were firm. The feature was in Anacondas, 
which fiuctuated violently, rising on balance on 
a cable from the general manager at the mine stat- 
ing that the small shipments were due to repairs 
of the furnaces, etc., that there was plenty of ore 
on hand, that developments show the ore to be of 
a better grade, and estimateing the December 
shipments at 16,000, 000 pounds and those of Jan- 
nesy 12,400,000. The manager also has no reason 
to doubt that this year’s results will be as good 
as last year’s. Such a telegram coming close on 
the recent cable reports created a sensation on 
the Stock Exchange and very strong comments.

WINTER WHEAT PROSPECTS IN 
FRANCE REPORTED EXCELLENT.

Local Market Closes at Puts — May 
Wheat Does Not Hold at the Early 
Advance—Fluctuations In Decem- 
ber Not Significant of Trade—Pro- 
visions Again Steadied by Light Hog 
Recetpts—Shorts Cause & Quick 
Tarn in Flaxseed. 


In the province of sending conflicting and 
sensational reports regarding crops France 
will soon have to be given a place with Kan- 
sas and the Argentine republic. It is only 
a short time since two widely differing esti- 
mates on the French wheat crop produc- 
tion were given out on apparently good 
authority, and in an 
effort to reconcile the 
two sets of figures 
some remarkable 
statements were 
| made regarding the 
supposed action of 
the government in 
falsifying crop re- 
turns in order to pre- 
vent political action 
which would result 
in abrogating the du- 
ties on breadstuffs. 
The French buying of 
wheat in all positions 
and nearly all mar- 
kets of this country 
0 has been a feature on 

the advance. Yester- 

May Wiieat Range. gay a private cable to 
a New York concern placed the condition 
of the growing winter wheat crop of France 
at 90 points, against 70 points a year ago, 
and claimed an increased acreage of 1,000,- 
000 acres. This report is rather at vari- 


crop outlook, but it came with added force, 
as Paris was quoted as closing 10@345 cent- 
imes lower, and was one of the considera- 
tions on which May wheat ctosed at 90%c, 
or in the range covered by puts. Antwerp 
closed with a decline of 1244@25 centimes. 
Liverpool, on the other hand, was steady, 
closing fractionally higher than the open- 
ing prices, with a slight net advance in 
some ofthe futures. The speculative trade 
was decidedly slow. December covered a 
range of 5%4c, but the range was entirely out 
of proportion to the volume of trade. 


Quick Advance of December. 


There was a little buying, or attempt to 
buy, early by Carrington-Hannah on which 
December went up from $1.00 to $1.03. Specu- 
lation as to whether the Leiter party is 
anxious to sell out December and get over 
into May is useless, as the market shows no 
capacity of taking wheat from any source 
at high prices. The price at the close for 
December was 974.c. In May there was an 
opening at about 90%c bid, a fractiona: con- 
cession to the weather and to the evidences 
of wheat’ accumulation. On small offerings 
the price advanced to 915¢c, but by noon 
broke to 90%c. The bull contingent gave the 
market some support at 91, and the tip was 
circulated that the market had been 
“pegged "’ at 90%c. Before the close, now- 
eyer, the price had worked as low as 9014c 
bid: On the early dip Seaverns, Barrett, 
and Smith made a drive at the market at 91c 
which was not particularly successful. 

The immediate consideration in the wheat 
market was the evidence of an accumulation 
of wheat at Chicago, due to the high prem- 
jums paid. The local contract stocks in- 
creased last week 755,000 bu, making the 
total supply 3,640,000 bu. The receipts for 
two days have been equivalent to 1,350,000 
bu, and 6f this quantity three-quarters has 
been received by lake. The estimates are 
that there will be a local stock of 10,000,000 
bu by the end of the month if there is any- 
thing like a continued movement at the 
present rate. Commission houses who 
never do any cash business are solicited for 
ecard bids; and the indications are for quite 
a large miscellanecus movement in addi- 
tion to the wheat brought by elevator men 
from the Northwest. Cleaning-houses in 
the Northwest are running full capacity, 
and the prospective requirements of mills 
seem to have little to do with the question 
of movement to this market. It is generally 
believed tbat thé local elevator stocks are 
underestimated and that before the end of 
the month there will be a great deal of tians- 
ferring of wheat from irregular to regular 
elevators. The Northwest had 582 cars of 
wheat yesterday, as against 734 cars a 
week ago and 440a yearago: Local receipts 
were 425 cars, against 71 a yearago. The 
cash people say that the sample market is 
decidedly dull, with milling grades relative- 
ly 8c lower than they were a few days ago. 

Provisions did better on another light run 
of hogs and on the showing made by last 
week's exports. The Cudahy Packing com- 
pany bought lard during the day. Later on 


the Continental, International, and Chicago 
Packing companies were quite free sellers, 
but there was no difficulty in marketing 
property. There was only a fractional con- 
cession to the weakness in wheat and the 
market closed with a small advance all 
around. Hog receipts were 63,200, against 
79,300 a year ago. 


Slight Interest in Corn. 


From any kind of a standpoint corn was a 
most unattractive market, making a range 
of only \c in the futures and the cash mar- 
ket pesorarw ty a corresponding inactivity. 
The trouble with the market from a specula- 
tive point of view is that the trade is about 
even. * There is no pronounced interest on 
either the long or the short side, although in 
several offices a line of ‘* long ’’ corn is accu- 
mulating. Additions to one of these lines 
in Trego-Smith’s was about all the support 
corn had in the pit yesterday, but even this 
did not amount to much, 

The [Illinois December report made the 
total yield in the State 239,360,000 bu. Chi- 
cago stocks are now 20,188,000 bu, of which 
14,430,000 bu are contract. The Chicago in- 
crease is 536,000 bu. 

A rather unusual circumstance was the 
excess of receipts over shipments at all 
points. Locally the réceipts were 304,000 
bu, while only 89,000 bu were shipped. At all 
primary points receipts were 968,000 bu and 
shipments 460,000 bu. Eastern clearances 
were 991,000 bu.

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SILVER IS YET A MENACE. 


NOTE OF WARNING SOUNDED BY THE 
NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 


in Discussing Curretcy Reform It Is 
Held That the Business Public Must 
Beware of Overconfidence—No Con- 
version from the Free Coinage Her- 


esy in Either New York or Nebraska 


—Piea Is Entered for Business Meth- 
ods and Consular Service Reforms. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—The National 
Board of Trade met here today for its twen- 
ty-elighth annual session, ex-Governor Stan- 
nard of Missouri presiding, in the absence 
of. Mr. Frederick Fraley of Philadelphia, 
who has been President of the board since 
its organization in 1868. The Executive 
committee made its anual report, which was 
adopted without a dissenting vote. On the 
subject of the currency the report says: 

‘Probably there is no subject which is 
still of such importance as that of the cur 
rency. While the great uprising in favo 
of sound money in 1896 was not without 
its good effect, there is still much to be de- 
sired in the way of a permanent prosperity, 
which condition is mainly due to the fact 
that the future of our monetary system is 
still largely in doubt. Overconfidence as to 
the continued influence for good of the d@e- 
feat of free silver at the last election is a 
serious mistake. ‘ 

“While hard times are undoubtedly a 
stimulus to unsound systems of finance, it 
is a mistake to suppose that the numerous 
friends of such systems will be entirély 
satisfied by a return of prosperity. Hard 
times, which did not originate-the silver 
question, have undoubtedly been used by 
interested parties to instil false ideas Into 
the minds of many of our people, particular- 
ly our workingmen and farmers, which have 
become a part of their political belief. A 
spirit of unrest and dissatisfaction still ex- 
ists among such classes, and there is no evi- 
dence that among such any great conversion 
from the free silver doctrine has taken place 
anywhere in the country. 


No Repentance in Nebraska. 


“In New York or Nebraska the opinions 
of the dissatisfied are now practically the 
same as before the election. The form may 
have changed. As free silver was but a 
form and natural sequence of the green- 
back heresy, so now the tendency is to be- 
come a fiat money rather than a silver fal- 
lacy; but in whatsoever from it shows it- 
self, it has become a general theory of public 
policy and a conspicuous tenet in the doc- 
trine of a national political party. To such 
the free silver or flat money question and 
all considerations of currency will be made 
subservient thereto. The only way to meet 
it is by persistent education, for which pur- 
pose some of the sound money organiza- 
tions have been continued and a na- 
tional one formed, though without 
very much popular interest or support and 
by the adoption of a sound financial policy, 
including not only coinage but banking and 
currency. While our present system exists, 
there is the ever impending danger of a repe- 
tition of our late. financial difficulties when 
the country would be at the mercy of those 
who do not have its best interests at heart. 

‘In the absence of careful attention in the 
meantime, unless by some very unexpected 
contingency, we shall have an unprece- 
dented degree of national prosperity at the 
time of the next general and Presidential 
elections—we may expect to see the flat 
money issue the issue of the campagin.”’ 


Reform for Consular Service. 


One of the most important reports 
presented and adopted was that of Jonathan 
A. Lane of Boston on the reform of the 
consular service. The report advocated the 
extension of the civil service rules to cover 
the consular service to the end of securing 
practical business-men in the service rather 
than purely political appointees, 

Another important recommendation was 
that hereafter importers be compelled to at- 
test their invoices before a magistrate of 
the country from which the goods are 


shipped in addition to their oath before the” 


United States Consul. 

A report was adopted from the Committee 
on Uniformity of State Laws. This especial- 
ly looks to the unifying of commercial laws 
in the Karious States. 

Somewhat in the same line is the object 
of the Torrens bill, which received the in- 
dorsement of the meeting. This measure 
relates to the unifying of the land laws of 
the several States so as to make the meth- 
ods of land transfer and the clearing of 
titles the same throughout the country, 
simplifying the various existing processes 
and reducing the expenses to the minimum. 

The recommendations of Surgeor General 
Wyman fora national quarantine law were 
discussed at length and heartily indorsed. 

Mr. Speare of Boston submitted a report 
on the bankruptcy laws, stating that a bill 
similar to the Torrey bill would soon be 
introduced before the House of Representa- 
tives and urging its indorsement. This re- 
port was referred to a special committee. 

Frederick Fraley of Philadelphia, who has 
held the office of President ever since the 
organization of the board, was unanimously 
reélected. 


STOCK-YARDS ROAD ELECTS. 


Officers Named Behing Closed Doors, 
It Is Said, at the Meeting—Confirr; -- 
tion Before Publication. ~ 


Every member of the Board of Directors of 
the Union Stock-Yards and Transit company 
attended the monthly meeting of the board 
that was held yesterday at the Exchange 
Building, Union Stock-Yards. President 
Thayer of Boston presided in person, giving 
the meeting a special significance. The 
afternoon session was held behind closed 
doors and the proceedings kept secret, 
though it is generally conceded that the 
business taken up was the appointment 
of officials for the Consolidated Stock- 
Yards railway. Nothing of the action 
taken will be made public until it has been 
ratified by the directors of the Chicago 
Junction railways and the Union Stock- 
Yards company, who meet some time*the 
latter part of this week. 

J. A. Spoor, the President of the new con- 
solidation of railways comprising the sys- 
tem of the Union Stock-Yards and Transit 
company, and the Chicago, Hammond and 
Western railroad was at the Exchange 
Building during the morning, but did not 
take any part in the meeting. There is con- 
siderable speculation at the yards over the 
probable action taken in the meeting, as 
several important changes are expected to 
be made in the list of officials, and the new 
officers will probably go into office at the 
beginning of the new year.

ggaehvilie, Tenn., Dec. 14. —[{Special.]—The 
American Federation of Labor today went 
on record as being opposed to the postal 
savings bank bill fathered by Congressman 
Lorimer and Senator Mason of Illinois. A 
resolution was passed favoring the general 
proposition and the establishment of postal 
savings banks, but declaring strongly 
against a provision for using the national 
banks as a depository for the funds of such 
institutions, as provided for in the bill in 
question. 

The Executive Council of the federation 
was instructed to appear before the Legis- 
lative committee of the House and ask for 
an amendment covering the objectionable 
features. Failing in that, the committee is 
instructed to prepare an entirely new Dill. 
The original resojution on the question came 
from T. J. O’Brien of Typographical Union 
No. 16 of Chicago. It was introduced yes- 
terday and referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions. The committee reported favor- 
ably. Delegate John F. Tobin of Boston 
then asked if the bill was not the one pro- 
moted chiefly by Chicago newspapers. Mil- 
lard Lioyd of Bloomington, Ill., who had 
made a speech in favor of the bill, said it 
was the same. Then the delegate from Bos- 
ton said he wished to point out a fatal defect 
in the bill. 

He said one of its worst provisions was 
that which authorized the use of national 
banks as depositories. He said also that the 
tendency of postal savings banks would be 
to wreck many small savings institutions 
by the sudden withdrawal of many millions 
in savings accounts and the filling of the 
coffers of the national banks. 


Opposed to Hawaiian Annexation. 


The convention adopted the resolution 
submitted bg Thomas, J. Elderkin of Chi- 
cago, condemning the treaty pend- 
ing in the United States Senate 
providing for the annexation of the Ha- 


waliian Islands. Andrew Furuseth of the . 


Seamen’s International union of Galifornia 
made a strong speech against the treaty. 
He said the annexation of the islands would 
mean the reintroduction of slavery into the 
United States. The laboring people import- 
ed to Hawali are in a worse condition at 
present than that of the negro of the South 
before the war. 

John F. O’Sullivan of-Boston introduced 
a resolution, which is said to come from 
the United States Export association of New 
York, declaring in favor of an American 
merchant marine line of transatlantic 
steamships as a means of widening the 
American markets and extending the ave- 
nues of employment. 

President Gompers appointed the follow- 
ing committee on the proposition for an 
eight-hour work day: Delegates Brenneck, 
/ Doyle, Lewis, McNeil, Thompson, and Sul- 

. livan. This committee will have charge of 
the most important work of the convention, 
and it is believed that the discussion of the 
eee will take up at least one day’s ses- 
on. 

. Delegate Samuel Yarnell of Cripple Creek, 
‘Colo., says the trade unionists of the West 
and South are disgusted with the too con- 
servative policy of the Executive Council of 
the federation and the alleged attempt to 
discriminate against the leaders of the 
eight-hour movement in the West and South 
in regard to the selection of officers and 
committeemen at each annual convention.

During the afternoon session a letter was 
read from Kathryn L. Stevenson, secretary 
of the National Woman’s Temperance union 
of Chicago, asking the convention to consider 
the effect of the liquor traffic in dealing with 
the labor problem. The letter pledged the 
Support of the temperance organization to 
the American Federation of Labor and the 
cause of labor generally and asked for co- 
operation in the regulation of the whisky 
traffic. The letter was well received and 
much applauded. It was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions and will be re- 
ported on tomorrow. 

Isaac Cowan from Toronto, ‘Canada, repre- 
senting the Canadian Engineers’ union, was 
given the floor of the convention to make an 
appeal for financial aid for the striking en- 
gineers of London. 

Governor R. L. Taylor of Tennessee ad- 
dressed the delegates tonight at a barbecue 
given by the local Entertainment committee 
at the Tulafie Hotel. An elaborate program 
of entertainment has been arranged for the 
delegatés, consisting of banquets, ’possum 
dinners, and carriage and trolley rides to 
places of interest in and about the city.

COLORADO FREIGHT RATES TO BE 
RESTORED TO TARIFF ON JAN. 1. 


Agreement Reached by the Various 
Roads—Jump Will Be from 45 Cents 
4 Hundred Pounds First Class from 
Chicago te Basis of $2.05—Burling- 
on Threat Brings Denver and Gulf 
to Compromise — Added to Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf System. 


—_-- 


Colorado freight rates, which are now 
lower than they have ever been before, will 
be restored to tariff on Jan. 1. From 48 
cents a hundred pounds on first-class freight 
from Chicago to Colorado points, the rates 
will jump up to the basis of $2.05 a hundred 
pounds first-class and corresponding rates 
on other classes. 

This result was achieved at a meeting of 
the executive. officers of the various roads 

terested in Colorado business. e ocean 

nes between New York and Galveston were 
primarily responsible for the unprecedented 
eonflict which has just been terminated. 
The Morgan and Lone Star lines for more 
than a year have been trying to wipe each 
other off the face of the earth. They have 
got rates down to 10 cents on the expensive 
classes and five cents on heavy classes of 
freight from New York to Galveston. 

The Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf road 
joined hands with the ocean lines and by 
applying excessive differential rates from 
Galveston to Colorado points managed to 
get a through rate which the overland lines 
from Chicago and St. Louis could not touch 
uniess they meant to engage in a rate war. 
This they had to do to protect the Chicago 
and St.. Louis merchants. The last tariff 
announced by the Burlington made the first- 
class rate 48 cents a hundred pounds, or 32 
cents less than the rate to Missouri River 
points. 

During the discussion the Burlington 
stated that unless the Union Pacific, Denver 
and Gulf agreed to accept lower differentials 
than it is now applying it would keep up 
the fight until rates had gone down to noth- 
ing. Finally the Denver and Gulf road con- 
sented to compromise the matter by reduc- 
ing the differentials from a 45-cent scale 
first-class to a 39-cent scale. The Burling- 
ton wanted a 35-cent scale. 

The following resolution was then unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, That, taking effect Jan. 1, 1898, rates 
to Colorado points be restored to the two dollar and 
five cents ($2.05) first-class basis from Chicago; 
that on Atlantic seaboard-Colorado common point 
traffic moving via rail and water lines, the dif- 
ferentials below the standard trunk line tariff 
rates on and after that date shall be as follows: 
First-class, 39 cents; second, 30; third, 26; 
fourth, 16; fifth, 14; A, B, C, D, and E, 11 cents 
each, That the rates so made may be applied via 
south Atlantic ports, Baltimore and south, ex- 
cept where the combination, lake and rail, or 
canal and lake, or via south Atlantic ports maker 
less, in which case the same rates may be applied 
via gulf ports, it being understood that com- 
modities taking other than class rates shall take 
the differential of the class which is the same 
as or next higher than the commority rate; it 
being further understood that New York rates 
shall be the minimum on interior seaboard traf- 
fic, moving via rail and water routes.

Members of the Chicago Cigar and Tobacco 
Merchants’ association do not appear to be 
exercised over the ordinance introduced at 
the last meeting of the Council increasing 
the license tax on cigarets from $100 to $500 a 
year. They say it is a bluff and make the 
charge that not only is the present license 
not enforced against many saloonkeepers 
who have a “ pull,’”’ but that the retail liquor 
license is not collected in many cases for the 
same reason. They chagge that this latter 
fact was discovered in investigations re- 
garding the enforcement of the cigaret li- 
cense. 

The tobacco men say they have brought to 
the attention of Collector Martin evidence 
in many cases going to show non-enforce- 
ment of the cigaret license, and that he has 
failed to prosecute the guilty parties. They 
claim that in only one case has prosecution 
and conviction been secured, and in that 
case a fine of only $2 was assessed, when the 
ordinance distinctly places the fine at $25. 

Collector Martin enters a broad Gentes to 
the several charges. 

. W. Diffiey, Presidént of the amnocia- 
tion, said: ‘* As the ordinance operites at 
present the only people who pay the tax are 
the honest dealers, while those with pulls, 
and many others who are not averse to beat- 
ing the city, are not paying it.”’ 

W. F. Monroe and other members of the 
association expressed themselves in a simi- 
lar vein regarding the action of the City Col- 
lector toward enforcing the present license. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The Illinois State Board of Fire Underwriters 
began a two days’ session at the Great Northern 
yesterday. Reports of President Vandeventer and 
Secretary Persch, relative to the condition of af- 
fairs in the State during the six months from 
the last annual meeting until this, the usual semi- 
annual session, yere read and apes to com- 
miittees,

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The attention of Insurance Commissioner Van 
Cleave may be called to the decision of the At- 
torney General of Massachusetts on the question of 
reinsurance by the American companies doing 
business in Illinois. It will be remembered that 
the Attorney General maintains that no company 
can reinsure a Massachusetts risk in an unauthor- 
ized concern, although it may be willing to main- 
tain the required reserve and pay the taxes. 

The extent of the lines carried by some of the 
foreign companies in Chicago has been rapidly 
increasing during recent years. These ‘‘ jumbo ”’ 
lines are handled by an authorized company 
and a part of the risk is reinsured in English con- 
cerns with which it has reinsurance treaties. A 
manager of an American company, who has 
given the matter considerable attention, believes 
the same ruling of the Attorney General in this 
State as in Massachusetts would be made under 
the present State laws if the Insurance Commis- 
sioner should ask an opinion on the question. A 
movement has been started to secure a ruling in 
this State. It is maintained that the assets of the 
large reinsuring companies in this country are 
not sufficient to warraht them standing sponsor 
for the **‘ jumbo ”’ lines.
